9 Wherefoge haſt thou deſpiſed the 
commandment of the Lox d. to do evil 
in his fight? thou haſt killed Uriah 
the Hittite with the ſword, and haſt 
taken his wiſe to be thy wife, and haſt 
flain him with the (word of the children 
of Ammon. 

10 Now therefore the ſword ſhall ne- 
ver depart from thine houſe ; becauſe 
thou haſt deſpiſed me, and hafi 4— the 
wife of U riah the Hittite to be thy wife. 

11 Thus faith the LorD, Behold, I 
will raiſe up evil againſt thee out of thine 
own houſe, and I will take thy wives be- 
fore thine eyes, and give them unto thy 
neighbour, and he ſhall lie with thy 
wives in the fight of this ſun. 

12 For thou didſt ie ſecretly : but I 
will do this thing before all Iſrael, and 
before the ſun. 

13 And David ſaid unto Nathan, I

t a girdle with a ſword faſtened upon 
his loins in the ſheath thereof, and as he 
went forth it fell out. 

9 And Joab ſaid to Amaſa, Arr thou 

in health, my brother? and Joab took 
Amaſa by the beard with the right hand 
to kiſs him. 
10 But Amaſa took no heed to the 
ſword that was in Joabs hand: fo he 
ſmote him therewith in the fifth %, 
and ſhed out his bowels to the ground, 
and ftruck him not again, and he died 
ſo Joab and Abiſhai his brother purſued 
after Sheba the ſon of Bichri.

that ſent me. 

14 And David ſaid unto Cad, I am 
in a great ſtrait: let us fall now into 
the hand of the Lord, (for his mercies 
are great) and let me not fall into the 
hand of man. 

15 So the LORD ſent a peſtilence up- 
on Iſrael, from the morning even to the 
time appointed : and there died of the 
people from Dan even to Beer-ſheba, 
ſeventy thouſand men. 


16 And when the angel ftretched out 


his hand upon Jeruſalem to deſtroy it, 
the LORD repented him of the evil, and 
ſald to the angel that deſtroyed the peo- 
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Araunads threſbing- vr. 


And the angel of the Lok b was by the 
threſhing place of Araunadh the jebuſite. 

17 And David ſpake unto the LORD, 
when he ſaw the angel that ſmote the 
people, and ſaid, Lo, | have ſinned. and 
1 have done wickediy : but theſe ſheep, 
what have they doce ? let thine hand, 
I pray thee, be againſt me, and againſt 
my fathers houſe. 

s q Ard Gad came that day to Da- 
vid, and ſaid unto him, Co vp, rear an 
altar unto the LORD, in the threſhing- 
floor of Araunah the jebuſite. 

19 Ard David according to the ſay- 
ing of Gad, went up, as the LORD com- 
manded. 

20 And Araunah looked, and ſaw the 
king and his ſervants coming on toward 
him: and Araunah went out and bow- 
ed himſelf before the king on his face 
upon the ground. 

21 And Araunah ſaid, Wherefore is 
my lord the kirg come to his ſervant ? 
And David ſaid, To buy the threſbing-

floor of thee, to build an altar unto the 
LORD, that the plague may be ſtayed 
from the people. 

22 And Araunah faid unto David, 
Let my lord the king take and offer up 
what ſeemerb good unto him: behold, 
bere be oxen for burnt- ſacrifice, and 
threſhing-inftrumerts, and order inſtru- 
ments of the oxen for wood. 

23 All theſe e&:/-ps did Araunah, as 
a king, give unto the king: and Arau- 
nah ſaid unto the king, The LoRD thy 
God accept thee. 

24 And the king ſaid unto Araunah, 
Nay 3 but 1 will ſurely buy rr of thee at 
a price: neither will 1 cfter burat-of- 
ferings unto the LORD my God, of that 
which doth coſt me nothing. So David 
hought the threſhing- floor, and the oxen, 
for fifty ſhekels of filver. ' 

25 And David built there an altar 
unto the LorD, and offered burnt-of- 
ferings, and peace-ofterings : ſo the 
LoRD was intreated for the land, and 
the plague was ſtayed from Iſrael.

4 That the Loxd may continue his 
word which he ſpake concerning me, 
ſaying, If thy children take heed to their 
way, to walk before me in truth, with 
all their heart, and with all their ſou}, 
there ſhall not fail thee (ſaid he) a man 
on the throne of Iſrael.

38 And Shimei ſaid unto the king, 
The ſaying is good: as my lord the xing 
hath ſaid, fo will thy ſervant do.

39 Ard it came to paſs at the end of 
three years, that two of the ſervants of 
Shimei ran away unto Achiſh fon of Ma- 
achah king of Gath: and they told Shi- 
1 ſaying, Behold, thy ſervants be in 
Gath.

4 And the king ſent and called for 
Shimei, and faid unto him, Did I not 
make thee to ſwear by the LoRD, and 
unto thee, ſaying, Know for a 
certain that on the day thou goeſt out, 
and walkeft abroad any whither, that 
thou ſhalt ſurely die? and thou ſaidſt 
unto me, The word rbat I have heard 
13 good. 

43 Why then haft thou not kept the 
oath of the LORD, ard the command- 
ment that I have charged thee with ?

17 Jehoſhaphat the ſon of Paruah, in 
Iſſachar.

18 Shimei the ſon of Elah, in Benja- 
min. | 

19 Geber the ſon of Uri was in the 
conntry of Gilead, in the country of Si- 
hon 1 the Amorites, and of Og 
king of Baſhan; and be was the only 
officer which was in the land 

20 QF Judah ard Iſrael were many 4s 
the ſand which 5 by the fea in multi- 
tude, cating and drinking, and making 
merry. ; 

21 And Solomon reigned over all king- 
dome, from the river unto the land of 
the Philiftines, and unto the border of 
Egypt: they brought preſents, and ſerved 
Solomon all the days of his life. 

21 And Solomons proviſion for one 
day was thirty meaſures of fine flour, 
and threeſcore meaſures of meal. 

23 Ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen 
out of the paſtures, and an hundred 
ſheep, beſides harts, and roe-bucks, and 
fallow-deer, ard fatted fowl. 

24 For he had dominion over all rhe 
region on this fide the ver, from Tiph- 
ſah, even to Azzah, over all the kings on 
this ſide the river: and he had peace on 
all fides round about him.

4 But now the LorD my God hath 
given me reſt on every fide, ſo tbat there 
74 neither adverſary, nor evil occurrent. 

s And behold, I purpoſe to build an 
houſe unto the name of the Lox b my 

God, as the Lon o ſpake unto David my 
father, ſaying, Thy ſon whom I will ſet 
upon thy throne in thy room, he ſhall 
build an houſe unto my name. 

6 Now therefore command thou, that 
they hew me cedar-trees out of Lebanon, 
and my ſervants ſhall be with thy ſer- 
vants: and unto thee will I glve hire 
for thy ſervants, according to all that 


thou ſhalt appoint : for thou knoweſt that 
bere is not among us any that can skill 
to hew timber like unto the Sidonians. 

7 A And it came to paſs, when Hiram 
heard the words of Solomon, that he 


rejoiced greatly, and ſaid , Bleſſed be | 


the LoRD this day, which hath given 


unto David a wile ſon over this great 


people. 
s And Hiram ſent to Solomon, ſaying, 


I have confidered the things which thou 
ſenteſt to me for: and I will do all thy 


deſire concerning timber of cedar, and 


concerning timber of fir. 

9 My ſervants ſhall bring them down 
from Lebanon unto the ſea: and 1 will 
convey them by ſea in flotes, unto the 
place that thou ſhalt appoint me, and 
will cauſe them to be diſcharged there, 
and thou ſhalt receive chem: and thou 
ſhalt accompliſh my deſire, in giving 
food for my houſhold. 


10 So Hiram gave Solomon cedar- | 
trees, and fir-trees, according to all his 


defire. 
11 And Solomon gave Hiram twenty 


thouſand meaſures of wheat for food to 


his houſhold, and twenty meaſures of 


pure oil: thus gave Solomon to Hiram I 


year by year. 


iz Ard the LORD gave Solomon wiſ- 
dom, as he promiſed him: and there wat i 
peace between Hiram and Solomon, and i 


they two made a league together. 

13 And king Solemon raiſed a levy 
out of all Iſrael ; and the levy was thirty 
thouſand men. 

14 And he ſent them to Lebanon, ten 
thouſand a month by courſes: a month 
they were in Lebanon, and two months at 
home: and Adoniram was over the levy. 

15 And Solomon had threeſcore and 
ten thouſand that bare burdens, and four- 
ſcore thouſand hewers in the mountains: 

16 Beſides the chief of Solomons of- 
ficers which were over the work, three 
thouſand and three hundred, which ru- 
led 8 the people that wrought in the 
work. 
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17 And the king commanded, and

16 And he built twenty cubits on the 
fides of the houſe, both the floor, and ths 
walls with boards of cedar : he even built 
them for it within, even for the oracle, 
even for the moſt holy place. 

17 And the houſe, that 7s, the temple 
before it, was forty cubits long. 

18 And the cedar of 'the houſe within 
was carved with knops, and open flow- 
o_ all was cedar, there was no fone 

een. 

19 And the oracle he prepared in the 
houſe within, to ſet there the ark of 
the covenant of the LogD. 

20 And the oracle in the forepart was 
twenty cubits in length, and twenty cu- 
bits in breadth, and twenty cubits in the 
height thereof : and he overlaid it with 
pure gold, and ſo covered the altar which 
was of cedar. 

21 So Solomon overlaid the houſe 
within with pure gold : and he made a 
partition, by the chains of gold beforg 
the oracle, and he overlaid it with gold, 

22 And the whole houſe he overlaid 
with gold, until he had finiſhed all the 
houſe : alſo the whole altar that wa by 
the oracle he overlaid with gold. 

23 And within the oracle he made 
two cherubims F olive-tree , each ten 

24 And five cubits was the one wing 
of the cherub, and five cubits the other 
wing of the cherub : from the uttermoſt 
part of the one wing, unto the uttermoſt 
part of the other, were ten cubits. 

25 And the other cherub was ten cu- 
bits: both the cherubims were of one 
meaſure, and one fize. 

26 The height of the one cherub was 
ten cubits, and ſo was it of the other 
cherub. 

27 And he ſet the cherubims within 
the inner houſe; and they ftretched 
forth the wings of the cherubims, fo 
that the wing of the one touched the one 
wall, and the wing of the other cherub 
touched the other wall: and their wings 
— * one another in the midſt of the 

ouſe. 8 
28 And he overlaid the cherubims 
with gold. 

29 And he carved all the walls of the 
houſe round about with carved figures of 
cherubims, and palm-trees, and open 
flowers within and without. 

30 And the floor of the honſe he over- 
laid with gold, within and without. 


31 J And for the entering of the 
oracle 


Sabmont buildings. 

oracle he mage doors f olive-tree : the 
lintel and lide-poſt were a filth part of 
the wall. 
. 3n The two doors alſo were of olive- 
tree; and he carved upon them carvings 
of cherubims, and palm-trees, and open 
Rowers, and overlaid tem with gold, 
and ſpread gold upon the cherubims, and 
upon the palm tres. 

33 So allo made he for the door of the 
temple, bone of olive-tree a fourth part 
of the wail, 

34 And the two doors were of fir · tree: 
the two leaves of the one door twere 
folding, and the two leaves of the other 
door were folding. | 

35 And he carved ther:2n cherubims, 
and palm trees, and open flowers: and 
covered them with gold, fitted upon. the 
carved work. 

36 And he built the inner court 
with three rows of hewed tone, aud a 
row of cedar beams. 

37 Ils the fourth year was the 
foundation of the houſe of the LORD 
laid, in the month Zif. 

38 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bul ( which is the eighth month 
was the houſe finiſhed throughout all the 
parts thereof, and according to all the 


faſhion of it: So was he ſeven years in 
building it. "7

tones, even great ſtones; ſtones of ten 


cubits, and ſtones of eight cuhits. 

11 And above were coftly ſtones (after 
the meaſures of hewed ſtones) and 
cedars. 

12 And the great court round about 
was with three rows of hewed ſtones,

W bout there were knops compaſſing it, ten 
in a cubit, compaſſing the ſea round a- 


bout: the knops were caſt in two rows, 
when it was caſt. 

25 It ſtood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three 
looking toward the weſt, and three 
looking toward the ſouth, and three 
looking toward the eaſt: and the ſea 
was ſet above upon them, and all their 
hinder parts were inward. 

26 And it wa: an hand. breadth thick, 
and the brim thereof was wrought like 
the brim of a cup, with flowers of li- 
lies : it contained two thouſand baths. 

27 And he made ten baſes of braſs ; 
four cubits was the length of one baſe, 
and four cubits the breadth thereof, and 
three cubits the height of it. 

28 And the work of the baſes was on 
this manner: They had borders, and the 


borders were between the ledges : 


29 And on the borders that were be- 
tween the ledges were lions, oxen, and 
cherubims: and upon the ledges ebere

made of thin work. 

30 And every baſe had four braſen 
wheels, and plates of braſs: and the 
four corners thereof had underſetters :

the mouth thereof was round er the 


work of the baſe, a cubit and an half: 


and alſo upon the mouth of it were gra- 
vings with their borders, four-ſquare, not 


31 And under the borders were four 


{ wheels: and the axle-trees of the wheels 


were joined to the baſe, and the height 
of a wheel was a cubit and half a cubit. 
33 And the work of the wheels was 
like the work of a chariot- wheel : their 
axle-trees, and their naves, and their 
felloes, and their ſpokes avere all molten. 
34 And there were four underſetters to 
the four corners of one baſe: and the 
underſetters were of the very baſe it ſelf, 
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utenſils for the temple, 


35 And in the top of the baſe war 
there a round compaſs of half a cubit 
high: and on the top of the bale, the 
ledges thereof, and the borders thereof. 
Were of the ſame. 

36 For on the plates of the ledges 
thereof, and on the borders thereof, he 
graved cherubims, lions, and palm-trees, 
according to the proportion of every one, 
and additions round about. | 

37 Aſter this manner he made the ten 
baſes: all of them had one caſting, one 
meaſure, and one ſize. 

38 Then made he ten lavers of 
braſs: one laver contained forty baths : 
and every laver was four cubits: and up- 
on every one of the ten baſes, one laver. 

39 And he put five baſes on the right 
ſide of the houſe, and five on the left 
fide of the houſe: and he ſet the ſea on 
the right fide of the houſe eaſt- ward

40 And Hiram made the lavers, 
and the ſhovels, and the baſons: ſo Hi- 
ram made an end of doing all the work 
that he made king Solomon for the 
houſe of the LORD. 

41 The two pillars, and the evo bowls 
of the chapiters that were on the top 
of the two pillars: and the two net- 
works to cover the two bowls of the 
chapiters which were upon the top of 
the pillars: 

42 And four hundred pomegranates 
for the two net- works, even two rows 
of pomegranates for one net-work, to 
cover the two bowls of the chapiters that 
were upon the pillars: 

43 And the ten baſes, and ten lavers 
on the baſes : 

44 And one ſea, and twelve oxen un- 
der the ſea : 

45 And the pots, and the ſhovels, and: 
the baſons: and all theſe veſſels which 
Hiram made to king Solomon for the 
houſe of the LORD, «vere of bright braſs. ' 

46 In the plain of Jordan did the 
king caſt them in the clay ground, de- 
tween Succoth and Zarthan.

be bad dime year by year: therefore the 
king of Aſſyria ſhut him up, and bound 
him in priſon. 

$s ( Then the king of Aſſyria came up 
throughout all the land, and went up to 
Samaria and beſieged it three years. 

6 QF In the ninth year of Hoſhea, the 
king of Aſſyria took Samaria, and car- 
ried Iſrael away into Aſſyria, and pla - 


ced them in Halah and in Habor by the g 


river of Gozan, and in the cities of the 
Medes. N 

7 For ſo it was, that the children of If- 
rael had finned againſt the Lord their 
God, which had bronght them up out of 
the land of Egypt, from under the hand 
of Pharaoh king of Egypt, and had fear- 
ed other gods, 

8 And walked in the ſtatutes of the 
heathen ( whom the LORD caſt out from 
before the children of Iſrae)) and of the 
kings of Iſrael, which they had made. 

9 And the children of Iſrael did ſe-

your fathers, and which 1 ſent to you by 
my ſervants the prophets. 

14 Notwithftarding, they would not 
hear, but hardened their necks, like to 
the neck of their fathers, that d id not 
believe in the LoRD their God. 

15 And they rejected his ſtatutes, and 
his covenant that he made with their fa- 
thers, and his teſtimonies which he 
teſtified againſt them, and they follow- 
ed vanity, and became vain, and weat 
after the heathen that were round about 
them, concerning whom the LORD had 
charged them, that they ſhould not do 
like them. | 

16 And they left all the command- 
ments of the LORD their God, and made 
them molten images, even two calves, 
and made a grove, and worſhipped all 
the hoſt of heaven, and ſerved Baal. 

17 And they cauſed their ſons and 
their daughters to paſs through the fire, 
and uſed divination and inchantments, 
and fold themſelves to do evil in the 
fight of the LORD, to provoke him to 
anger.

21 For he rent Iſrael from the houſe 
of David, and they made Jeroboam the 
ſon of Nebat king, and Jeroboam drave 
Iſrael from following the Lok b, and 
made them fin a great fin. 

22 For the children of Iſrael walk ed 
in all the fins of Jeroboam which he did, 
they departed not from them : 

23 Until the LorD removed Iſraei 

out of his ſight, as he had ſaid by all his 
ſervants the prophets. So was Iſrael 
carried away out of their own land to 
Aſlyria, unto this day. 
24 Andthe king of Aſſyria brought 
men from Babylon, and from Cuthah, and 
from Ava, and from Hamath, and from 
Sepharvaim, and placed tbem in the cities 
of Samaria, in ſtead of the children of 
Iſrael; and they poſſeſſed Samaria, and 
dwelt in the cities thereof.

28 Then one of the prieſts whom they 
had carried away from Samaria, came 
and dwelt in Beth el, and taught them 
how they ſhould fear the LoR D. 

29 Howheit, every nation made gods 
of their own, and put rem in the houſes 
of the high places, which the Samaritans 
had made, every nation in their cities 
whereio they dwelt. 

30 And the men of Babylon made 
Succoth-beroth, and the men of Cuth 
made Nergal, and the men of Hamath 
mace Aſhima, 

31 And the Avites made Nibhaz and 
Tartak, and the Sepharvites burnt their 
ehildren in fire to Adrammelech and A- 
nammelech the gods of Sepharvaim. 

32 So they feared the LORD and made 
untn themſelves of the loweft of them 
prieſts of the high places, which ſacri- 
ficed for them in the houſes of the high 
places. 

23 They feared the LogD, and ſerved 
their own gods, after the manner of the 
nations whom they carried away from 
thence. 

34 Unto this day they do after the for- 
mer manners: they fear not the LORD 
neither do they after their ſtatutes, or 
after their ordinances, or after the law 
and commandment , which the Lorp 
commanded the children of Jacob, whom 
he named Iſrael ; 

35 With whom the Loxb had wade a 
covenant, and charged them, ſaying, Ye 
ſhall not fear other gods, nor bow your 
ſeives to them, nor ſerve them, nor ſa- 
crifice — _ : 

36 the Lox D who brought you up 
out of the Jand of Egypt, with great 
power, and a frretched out arm. him ſhall 
ye fear, and him ſhall ve worſhip, and 
to him ſhall ye do ſacrifice.

of Iſrael, char Hezekiah the fon of Ahaz 
king of Judah began to reign, 

2 Twenty and five years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
twenty and nine years in Jeruſalem: his 
mothers name alſo was Abi, the daugh- 
ter of Zachariah. 

3 And he did that which war right in 
the fight of the LorD, according to all 
that David his father did. 

4 He removed the high places, and 


brake the images, and cut down the 


groves, and brake in pieces the braſen 
ſerpent that Moſes had made: for unto 
thoſe days the children of Iſrael did burn 
iacenſe to it: and he called it Nehuſhtan. 

He truſted in the LORD God of If- 
rael, ſo that aſter him was none like him 
among all the kings of Judah, nor any 
that were before him. 

6 For he clave to the LORD, and de- 
parted not from following him, but kept 
his commandments, which the LozD 
commanded Moſes. 

7 And the Lon d was with him, end 
he proſpered whitherſoever he went 
forth : and he rebelled againſt the king 
of Aſſyria, and ſerved him not. 

$ He ſmote the Philiſtines, even unto 
Gaza, and the borders thereof from the

13 No in the fourteenth year of 
king Hezekiah, did Sennacherib king 
of Aſſyria come up againſt all the fenced 
cities of Judah, and took them. 

14 And Hezekiah king of Judah ſent 
to the king of Aſſyria to Lachiſh, ſay- 
ing, 1 have offended, return from me : 
that which thou putteſt on me, I will 
bear. And the king of Aſſyria appoint- 
ed unto Hezekiah king of Judah, three 
hundred talents of filver, and thirty ta- 
lents of gold. 

is And Hezekiah gave bim all the 
filver tbat was found in the houſe of the 
Lan. and in the treaſures of the kings 

ouſe. 

16 At that time did Hezekiah cut off 
the gold from the doors of the temple of 
the LorD, and from the pillars which 
Hezekiah king of Judah had overlaid, 
and gave it to the king of Afſſyria. 

17 And the king of Aſſyria ſentTar- 
tan, and Rabſaris, and Rab-ſhakeh from 
Lachiſh, to king Hezekiah with a great 
hoſt againſt Jeruſalem : and they went 
up came to Jeruſalem: and when 
they were come up, they came and flood 
by the conduit of the upper pool, which 
11 in the high-way of the fullers field.

1 And he put garriſons in Ecom ; 
and all the Edomites me Davids ſer- 
vants. Thus the LORD preſerved David 
whitherſoever he went. 

14 So David reigned over all Iſ- 
rae}, and executed judgment and juſtice 
among all his people. 

15 And Joad the fon of Zeruſah was 
over the hoſt, ard Jehoſhaphat the ſon 
of Ahilud, recorder. 

16 And Zadok the ſon of Ahitub, and 
Abimelech the ſon of Abiathar were the 
priefts, and Shavſha was ſcribe. 

17 And Benaiah the ſon of Jehoiada 
was over the Cherethites, and the Pele 
thites: and the ſons of David were chief 
about the king.

9 Y And the LoRD ſpake unto Cad, 
Davids ſeer, ſaving, 

10 Go and tell David, ſaying, Thus 
ſaith the Lok d, I offer thee three ch1inps, 
chooſe thee one of them, that I may do 
it unto thee. 

11 So Gad came to David, and ſaid 
mn him, Thus ſaith the LORD, Chooſe 
tnee 

12 Either three years famine, or three 
months to be deftroyed before thy foes

28 At that time, when David ſaw 
that the LoRD had anſwered him in the 
threſhing- floor of Ornan the Jebuſite, 
chen he ſacrificed there. 

29 For the tabernacle of the LoRD, 
which Mcaſes made in the wilderneſs, 
and the altar of the burnt offering were 
at that ſeaſon in the high place at Gibeon. 

30 But David could not go before it 
to enquire of God ; for he was afraid,

throughout all countries: I will cherefore 
now make — — ſor it. So David 
prepared abundantly before his death. 

6 F Then he called for Solomon his 
ſon, and charged him to build an houſe 
for the LORD God of Iſrael. 

7 And David ſaid to Solomon, My 
ſon, as for me, it was in my mind to 
build an houſe unto the name of the 
LORD my God : 

8 But the word of the LoR D came to 
me, ſaying, Thou haſt ſhed blood abun- 
dantly, and haft made great wars: thou 
ſhalt not build an houſe unto my name, 
becauſe thou haſt ſhed much blood upon 
the earth in my fight. 

9 Behold, a fon ſhall be born to thee, 
who ſhall be a man of reſt, and I will 
give him reft from all his enemies round 
about: for his name ſhall be Solomon, 
and 1 lll give peace and quletneſs un- 
to Iſrael in his days. 

10 He ſhall build an houſe for my 
name, and he ſhall be my ſon, and I wi/l 
be his father. and I will eftabliſh the throne 
of his kingdom over Iſrael for ever. 

11 Now, my ſon, the Load be with 
thee, and proſper thou, and bulid the 
honſe of the Lox d thy God, as he hath

13 Only the LoR D give thee wiſdom, 
and underſtanding, and give thee charge 
concerning Iſrael, that thou mayeſt keep 
the law of the Lox D thy God. 

13 Then ſhalt thou _—_ if thou 
takeſt heed to fulfil ſtatutes and 
judgments which the LorD charged 
Moſes with conc Iſrael : be ſtrong, 
and of good courage, dread not, nor be 
diſmayed. 

14 Now behold, in my trouble I have 
prepared for the houſe of the LoRD an 
hundred thouſand talents of gold, and a 
thouſand thouſand talents of ſilver ; and of 
braſs, and iron, without weight ( for it is 
in abundance : ) timber alſo and tone have 
I prepared, and thou mayeſt add thereto. 

15 Moreover, there are workmen with 
thee in abundance, hewers and workers 
of ſtone and timber, and all manner of 
cunning men for every manner of work. 

16 Of the gold, the filver, and the 
braſs, and the iron, there is no number. 
Ariſe therefore, and be doing, and the 
LORD be with thee. 

17 David alſo commanded all the 
princes of Iſrael to help Solomon his ſon, 
faying, ; 

18 Is not the LorD your God with 
you ? and hath he t given you reſt on 
every fide ? for he hath given the inhabit- 
ants of the land into mine hand, and 
the land is ſubdued before the LORD, 
and before his people. 

19 Now ſet your heart and your ſoul to 
ſeek the LORD your God, ariſe there- 
fore, and build ye the ſanctuary of the 
LORD God, to bring the ark of the co- 
venant of the LorD, and the holy veſ- 
ſels of God, into the houſe that is to be 
built to the name of the Logn. 

C HAP. XXIII. 

1 Solomon made king, 2 The Levitet er- 
dered. 7 The ſons of Gerſhon, 12 M- 
bath, 21 and of Merari. 

O when David was old and full of 
days, he made Solomon his ſon king 
over Iſrael. 


2 And he gathered together all the 
princes of Iſrael, with the priefts and 
the Levites. 


3 Now the Levites were numbered 
from the age of thirty years and upward : 
and their number by their polls man by 
man, was thirty and eight thouſand. 

4 Of which, twenty and four thou- 
ſand were to ſet forward the work of 
the houſe of the LoD: and fix thou- 
ſand were officers and judges. 

s Moreover, four thouſand were por- 
ters, and four thouſand praiſed the LoRD 
with the inftruments which I made 
(ſaid David ) to praiſe therewith,

xxill. The Levites ordered, 


6 And David divided them into courſes 
— ſons of Levi, namely, Ger- 
ſhon, Kohath, and Merari. 

7 ( Of the Gerſhonites were Laadan, 
and Shimel. 

8 The ſons of Laadan, the chief was 
Jehiel, and Zetham, and Joe], three. 

9 The ſons of Shimei; Shelomith, 
and Haziel, and Haran, three. Theſe 
were the chief of the fathers of Laadan. 

10 And the ſons of Shimei, were Ja- 
hath, Zina, and Jeuſh, and Beriah. Theſe 
four were the ſons of Shimei. 

1: And Jahath was the chief, and Zi- 
zah the ſecond : but Jeuſh and Beriah 
had not many ſons: therefore they were 
in one reckoning, according to rberr 
fathers houſe. 

12 { The ſons of Kohath ; Amram, 
Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel, four. 

13 The ſons of Amram ; Aaron, and 
Moſes : and Aaron was ſeparated, that 
he ſhould ſanctify the moſt holy things, 
he and his ſons for ever, to burn incenſe 
before the LoRD, to minifter unto him, 
and to bleſs in his name for ever. 

14 Now concerning Moſes the man of 
God, his ſons were named of the tribe 
of Levi. 

15 The ſons of Moſes were, Gerſhom, 
and Eliezer. 

16 Of the ſons of Gerſhom ; Shebuel 
as the chief. 

17 And the ſons of Eliezer were, Re- 
habiah the chief. And Elie zer had none 
other ſons; but the ſons of Rehabiah 
were very many. 

18 Of the ſons of Izhar; Shelomith 
the chief. 

19 Of the ſons of Hebron; Jeriah the 
firſt, Amariah the ſecond, Jehaziel the 
third, and Jekameam the fourth. 

20 Of the ſons of Uzziel; Micah the 
firſt, and Jefiah the ſecond. 

21 H The ſons of Merari; Mahli, 
and Muſhi : the ſons of Mahli; Eleazar, 
and Kin: 

22 And Eleazar died, and had no 
ſons, but daughters: and their brethren 
the ſons of Kiſh took them. 

23 The ſons of Muſhi; Mahli, and 
Eder, and Jeremoth, three. 

24 C Theſe were the ſons of Levi af. 
ter the houſe of their fathers ; even the 
chief of the fathers, as they were count- 
ed by number of names —— la, 
that did the work for the ſervice of the 
houſe of the Loxo, from the age of 
twenty years and upward. 

25 For David ſaid, The LORD God of 
Iſrael hath given reſt unto his people, that 
they may dwell in Jeruſalem for ever ;

27 For by the laſt words of David, 
the Levites were numbered from tweaty 
years old and above: 

28 Becauſe their office wwas to wait on 
the ſons of Aaron for the ſerviee of the 
houſe of the LORD in the courts, and 
in the chambers, and in the purifying 
of all holy things, and the work ot the 
ſervice of the houſe of God; 

29 Both for the ſhew-hread, and for 
the fine flour for meat-offering, and for 
the unleavened cakes, and for : tob / cb 
1 baked in the pan, and for that which 
Is fried, and for all manner of meaſure 
and tize; 

zo And to ſtard every morning to thank 
and praiſe the LORD, and likewiſe ateven: 

31 And to offer all burnt- ſacrifices unto 
the LORD in the ſabbaths, in the new- 
moons, and on the ſet feaſts, by number 
according to the order commanded unto 
them continually before the LORD : 

32 And that they ſhould keep the 
charge of the tabernacle of the corgre- 
gation, and the charge of the holy place, 
and the charge of the ſons of Aaron 
their brethren, in the ſervice of the 
houſe of the LORD. 

CH AP. . 

1 The diviſions of the ſons of Aaron into four 
and twenty orders, 20 The Kobatbues, 
27 and tbe Merarites divided by lot. 

Ow theſe are the diviſions of the ſons 
of Aaron: The ſons of Aaron; Na- 
dab and Abihu, Eleazar and Ithamar. 

2 But Nadab and Abihu died before 
their father, and had no children: there- 
fore Eleazar and Ithamar executed the 
prieſts office. 

3 And David diftributed them, both 
Zadok of the ſors of Eleazar, and Ahi- 
melech of the ſons of Ithamar, according 
to their offices in their ſervice. 

4 And there were more chief men 
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into four and twenty orders, 


the fathers of the prieſts and Levites : 
one principal houſho!d being taken for 
Eleazar, and one taken for Ithamar. 

7 Now the firſt lot came forth to je- 
hojarib, the ſecond to Jedaiah, 

8 The third to Harim, the fourth to 
Seorim, 


9 The fifth to Malchijah, the fixth to 
Myamin, 

10 The ſeventh to Hakkoz, the eighth 
to Abijah, 

11: The ninth to Jeſhuah, the tenth to 
Shecaniah, 

12The eleventh to Eliaſhib, the twelfth 
to Jakim, 

13 The thirteenth to Huppah , the 
fourteenth to jeſhebeab, 

14 The fifteenth to Bilgah, the ſix- 
teeath to Immer, 

15 The ſeventeenth to Hezir, the 
eighteenth to Aphſes, 

16 The nineteenth to Pethahiah, the 
twentieth to Jehezekel, 

17 The one and twentieth to Jachin, 
the two and twentieth to Gamul, 

18 The three and twentieth to Delaiah, 
the four and twentieth to Maaziah. 

19 Theſe w-re the orderings of them 
in their ſervice to come into the houſe of 
the LORD, according to their manner, 
under Aaron their father, as the LoR O 
God of Iſrael had commanded him. 

20 And the reſt of the ſons of Levi 
were theſe: Of the ſons of Amram; 
Shubael: of the ſors of Shubael ; Jeh- 
deiah. 

21 Concerning Rehabiah : of the ſons 
of Rehabiah, the firſt was Isſhiah, 

22 Of the Izharites; Shelomoth : of 
the ſors of Shelomoth ; Jahath. 

23 And the ſons of Hebron; Jer'ah the 
firft, Amariah the ſecond, Jahaziel the 
third, Jekameam the fourth. 

24 Of the ſons of Uzziel; Michah : 
of the ſons of Michah; Shamir. 

25 The brother of Michah was Isſhiah; 


found of the ſons of Eleazar, than of of the ſons of Isſhiah ; Zechariah. 


the ſons of Ithamar ; and thus were they 
divided : among the ſons of Eleazar 
obere were ſixteen chief men of the houſe 
of their fathers, and eight among the 
ſons of Ithamar according to the houſe 
of their fathers.

25 And the LRD magnified Solomon 
exceedingly in the fight of all Iſrael, and 
beſtowed upon him ſuch royal majeſly 
as had not been on any king before 
him in Iſrael.

4 Behold, 1 build an houſe to the 
name of the LORD my God, to dedicate 
it to him, and to burn beſore him ſweet 
incenſe,and for the continual ſhew-bread, 
and for the burnt-ofterings morning and 
evening, on the ſabbaths,and on the new- 
moons, and on the ſolemn feafis of the 
LORD our God. This , an ordirarce for 
ever to Iſrael.

6 But who is able to build him an 
houſe, ſeeing the heaven, and heaven 
of heavens cannot contain him? who 
am 1 then that I ſhould build him an 
_—_ ſave only to bura ſacrifice before 

7 Send me now therefore a man, cun- 
nlog to work in gold, and in filver, and 
in braſs, and in iron, and in purple, and 
crimſon, and blue, and that can skill to 
grave with the cunning men that are 
with me in Judah, and in Jerualem, 
whom David my father did provide. 

8 Send me alſo cedar-trees, fir trees, 
and algum-trees out of Lebanon : ( for 
I know that thy ſervants can skill to 
cut timber in Lebanon ) and behold my 
ſervants be with thy ſervants, 

9 Even to prepare me timber in abun- 
dance: for the houſe which 1 am about 
to build al! be wonderful great. 

10 Ard behold, 1 will give to thy ſer- 
vants the hewers that cut timber, twen- 
ty thouſand meaſures of beaten wheat, 
and twenty thouſand meaſures of barley, 
and twenty thouſand baths of wine, and 
twenty thouiand baths of oil. 

11 Then Huram the king of Tyre 
anſwered in writing, which he ſeat to

12 Huram ſaid moreover, Bleſſed be 
the LokRD God of Iſrael that made hea- 
ven and earth, who hath given to David 
the king a wiſe ſon, endued with pru- 
dence and underftanding, that might

13 And now have ſent a cunning 
man (enducd with underſtanding ) of 
Huram my fathers ; 

14 The ſon of a woman of the daugh-

18 And he ſet threeſcore and ten thou- 
ſand of them to be bearers of burdens,

Hen Solomon began to build the 
houſe of the LorD at Jeruſalem 
in mount Moriah, where tbe LORD ap- 
peared unto David his father, in the 
place that David had prepared in the 
threſhing- floor of Ornan the Jebufite. 
2 And he began to build in the ſecond 
day of the ſecond month, in the fourth 


year of his reign. 


Now theſe are the things wherein 
Solomon was inſtructed for the building 
of the houſe of God. The length by 
cubits after the firſt meaſure was three- 
— cubits, and the breadth twenty 
cubits. 

4 And the that war in the 
front f the bouſe, the length it uvas 
according to the breadth of the houſe, 
twenty cubits, and the height was an 
hurdied and twenty: and he overlaid 
it within with pure gold. 

5s And the greater houſe he cieled 
with fir-tree, which he overlaid with 
fine gold, and ſet thereon palm-trees 
and chains. 

6 And he garniſhed the houſe with 
precious ſtones for beauty: and the gold 
was gold of Parvaim.

Pillars of thirty and five cubits high, 
and the chapiter that was on the top of 
each of them wwe: five cubits. 

16 And he made chains, as in the 
oracle, and put them on the heads of the 
pillars, and made an hundred 2 
nates, and put them on the chains. 

17 And he reared up the pillars before 
the temple, one on the right hand, and 
the other on the left ; and called the 
name of that on the right hand, jachin, 
and the name of that on the left, Boaz.

16 The pots alſo, and the ſhovels, and 
the fieſh-hooks, and all their inftru- 
ments, did Huram his father make to 
king Solomon for the houſe of the LoRD, 
of bright braſs.

20 J And all the drinking - veſſels of 
king Solomon were of gold, ard all the 
veſſels of the houſe of the foreſt of Le- 
banon were of pure gold : none were of 
filver; it was not any thing accounted 
of in the days of Solomon. | 

21 For the kings ſhips went to Tarſhiſh 
with the ſervants of Huram : every three 
years once came the ſhips of Tarſhiſh 
bringing gold and filver, ivory, and 
apes, and peacocks. 

22 And king Solomon paſſed all the 
kings of the earth in riches and wiſdom,

Ow Jehoſhaphat ſlept with his fa- 

thers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of David: and Je- 
horam his fon reigned in his ſtead. 

2 And he had brethren the ſons of Je- 
hoſhavhat, Azariah, and Jehiel, and Ze- 
chariah, and Azariah, and Michael, and 
Shephatiah : all theſe were the ſons of 
Jehoſhaphat king of Iſrael. 

3 And their father gave them great 
gifts of ſilver, and of gold, and of preci- 
ous — with fenced cities in Judah: 
but the kingdom gave he to Jehoram, 
decauſe he was the firſt-born. 

4 Now when Jehoram was riſen up to 
the kingdom of his father, he ſtrength- 
ened himſelf, and flew all his brethren 
with the ſword, and divers alſo of the 
princes of Itrael. 

5 4 Jehoram was thirty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned eight years in Jeruſalem. 

6 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Iſrael, like as did the houſe of 
Ahab: for he had the daughter of Ahab 
to wife : and he wrought th which was 
evil in the eyes of the LORD. 

7 Howbeit, the LoRD would not de- 
ſtroy the houſe of David, becauſe of the 
covenant that he had made with David, 
and as he promiſed to give a light to him, 
and to his ſons for ever.

3 But Zerubbabel and Jeſhua, and the 
reſt of the chief of the fathers of Itrael 
ſaid unto them, You have nothing to 
do with us, to build an houſe unto our 
God, but we our ſewes together will 
build unto the Lok D Cod of Ifrael, as 
king Cyrus the king of Perſia hath com- 
manded us. 

4 Then the le of the land weak- 
ened the hands of the people ot Judah, 
and troubled them in buiiding, 

s And hired counſellors againſt them, 
to fruftrate their — * all the days 
of Cyrus king of Pera, even until the 
reign of Darius king of Perſia. 

6 And in the reiga of Ahaſuerus, in 
the beginning of his reign, wrote they 
unto bim an accufation againſt the inha- 
bitants of Judah and Jeruſalem. 

7 QF And in the days of Artaxerxes 
wrote Biſhlam, Mithridath, Tabeel, and 
the reftof their companions unto Artaxer- 
xes King of Perfia ; and the writing of the 
letter was written in the Syrian tongue, 
and interpreted in the Syrian une. 

8 Rehum the chancellor, and Shim- 
ſhai the ſcribe, wrote a letter againſt 
Jeruſalem to Artaxerxes the king in 
this ſort : 

9 Then crete Rehum the chancellor, 
and Shimſhai the ſcribe, and the reſt of 
their companions ; the Dinaites, the A- 
pharſathchites, the Tarpelites, the A- 
pharfites, the Archevites, the Babylo- 
nians, the Suſanchites, the Dehavites, 
and the Elamites, | 

10 And the reſt of the nations whom 
the great and noble Aſnapper brought 
over, and ſet in the cities of Samaria, 
and the reſt that are on this fide the 
river, and at ſuch a time, 

11 © This is the copy of the letter that 
they ſent unto him, even unto Artaxerxes 
the king, Thy ſeryants the men on this 
ſide the river, and at ſuch a time. 

12 Be it known unto the king, that the 


Jews which came up from thee to us, are 


come unto Jeruſalem, building the rebel- 
lious and the bad city, and have ſet up the 
walls there:f, and joined the foundations, 

13 Be it known now unto the king, 
that if this city be builded, and the walls 
ſet up again, then will they not pay toll, 
tribute, and cuſtom, and ſo thou ſhalt en- 
damage the revenue of the kings. 

14 Now becauſe we have maintenance 
from tbe kings palace, and it was not meet 
for us to ſee the kings diſhonour :_there- 


fore have we ſent and certified the king,

- [15 That-fearch may be made in the 
of the records of thy: fathers: fo 
alt thou find in the book of the re- 
Cords, and e now that this city 7s a re- 
bellious city, and hurtful unto kings and 
provinces, and that they have moved ſe- 
dition within the ſame of old time: for 
which cauſe was this city deſtroyed. 

16 We certiiy the king, that if this 
city be builded again, and the walls 
thereof ſet up, by this means thou ſhalt 
have no portion on this fide the river. 

17 4] {ten ſent the king an anſwer 
unto Rehum the chancellor, and to Shim- 
ſhai the ſcribe, and ro the reſt of their 
companions that dwell in Samaria, and 
unte the reſt beyond the river, Peace, 
and at ſuch a time. 

1 The letter which ye ſent unto us, 
hath been plainly read before me. 

19 And Icommanded, and ſearch hath 
been made; and it is found, that this 
city of old time hath made inſurrection 
agaioft kings, and bar rebellion and ſe- 
dition have been made therein. 

20 There have been mighty kings alſo 
over Jeruſalem, which have ruled over 
all countries beyond the river; and toll, 
tribute, and cuſtom was paid unto them. 

21 Give ye now commandment to 
cauſe theſe men to ceaſe, and that this 
city be not builded, until anorber com- 
mandment ſhall be given from me, 

. .22 Take heed now that ye fail not to 
do this: why ſhould damage grow to the 
hurt of the kings ? 

2 Now when the copy of king 
Artaxerxes letter wwas read before Re- 
hum and Shimſhai the ſcribe, and their 
companions, they went up in haſte to 
Jeruſalem, unto the Jews, and made 
them to ceaſe by force and power. 

24 Then ceaſed the work of the houſe 
of God, which i: at Jeruſalem. So it 
ceaſed unto the ſecond-year of the reign 
of Darius king of Perſia,

7 They ſent a letter unto him, where- 
in was written thus; Unto Darius the 
king, all peace. 

8 Be it known unto the king, that 
we went into the province of judea, to 
the houſe of the great God, which is 
builded with great flones, and timber is 
laid in the walls, and this work goeth 
faſt on, and proſpereth in their hands. 

9 Then asked we thoſe e'ders, and 
faid unto them thus, Who commanded 
you to build this houſe, and to make up 
theſe walls ? 

10 We asked their names alſo, to cer- 
tify thee, that we might write the names 
of the men that evere the chief of them. 

11 And thus they returned us anſwer, 
ſaying, We are the ſervants of the God 


of heaven and earth, and build the houſe 


that was builded theſe many years ago, 
which a great king of Iſrael builded, and 
ſet up. *. 

12 But aſter that our fathers had pro- 
voked the God of heaven unto wrath, 
he gave them into the hand of Nebuchace 
nezzar the king of Babylon the Chal- 
dean, whodeftroyed this houſe, and car- 
ried the people away into Baby lon. 

13 But in the firſt year of Cyrus the 
king of Babylon, tbe ſame king Cyrus 
— a decree to build this houſe of 

14 And the veſſels alſo of gold and

2 And Shechaniah the ſon of jehiel,

3 Now therefore let us mate a cove-

2 That Hanani, one of my brethren, 
came, he and certain men of. Judah, ard 
I asked them concerning the Jews that 
had eſcaped, which were left of the 
captivity, ard concerning Jeruſalem. 

3 And they ſa'd unto me, The rem- 
naut that are left of the captivity there 
in the province, are in great affliction 
and reproach : the wall of Jeruſalem al- 
ſo is broken down, and the gates there- 
of are burnt with fire. 

4 And it came to paſs when I heard 
theſe words, that I ſat down and wept, 
and mourned certain days, and faſted, 
and prayed beſore the Cod of heaven. 

s And (aid, lheſeech thee, O LoR D God 


of heaven, the great and terrible God, that 
keepethcoverant and mercy for them that 
love bim, and obſerve his commardments: 


6 Let thine ear now be attentive, and 


thire eves open, that thou mayeſt hear 
the prayer of thy ſervant, which I pray 
before thee now, day and night, for the 


chiidren of Iſrael thy ſervanis, ard con- 
feſs the fins of the children of Iſraci, 
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which we have ſinned againſt thee : both 
I, and my fathers houſe have finned. 

7 We have dealt very corruptly againſt 
thee, ard have not kept the commard- 
ments, nor the ſtatutes, nor the judg- 
ments which thou commandedſt thy ſer- 
vant Moſes. . 

$ Remember, I beſeech thee, the word 
that thou commandedſt thy ſervant Mo- 
ſes, ſaying, I/ ye tranſgreſs, I will ſcat- 
ter you abroad among the nations 

9 But ye turn unto me, ard keep my 
commandmests, and do them; though 
there were of you caſt out unto the ut- 
termoſt pari of the heaven, yer will 1 
gather them from thence, and will bring 
them unto the place that 1 have choſen 
to ſet my name there. | 

10 Now theſe are thy ſervants, and thy 
people, whom thou haft redeemed by thy 
great power, and by thy firong band. 

11 O LORD, I deſeeck thee, let now 
thine ear be attentive. to the prayer of 
thy ſervant, ard to the prayer of thy ſer- 
vants, who defire to fear thy name: and 
proſper, I pray thee, thy ſervant this day, 
and grant h'm mercy in the fight of this 
man.

CHAP. II. hat 
Artaxerxe underſtanding the cauſe of Ne- 
bemia bi ſadneſt,  ſendeth bim with let- 
ters and commiſſion to Feruſalem.

Artaxerxes 


Artaxerxes ſendeth Nebemiab 
Artaxerxes the king, ther wine was be- 
fore him: and I took up the wine, and 
pave it unto the king. Now 1 had not 
cretime (ad in His preſence. 

2 refore the king ſaid unto me, 
Why is thy countenance ſad, ſeeing thou 
art not fick? this 2: nothing e but ſorrow 
of heart, Then I was very fore afraid. 

3 And ſaid unto the kring Let the king 
live for ever : why ſhould not my counte- 
nance be ſad when the city, the place of 
my fathers ſepulchres, lieb waſte, and 
the gates thereof are conſumed with fire ? 

4 Then the king ſald unto me, For 
what dot thou make requeſt? ſo 1 
prayed to the God of heaven. 

s And I faid unto the king, If it 
pleaſe the king, and if thy ſervant have 
found favour in thy fight, that thou 
wouldft fend me unto Judah, unto the 
city of my fathers ſepulchres, that l may 
bvild it. | 

6 And the king ſaid unto me (the 
queen alſo fitting by him) for how long 
ſhall thy journey be?. and when wilt 
thou return? So it pleaſed the king to 
ſend me, and I ſet him a time. 

7 Moreover, I ſaid unto the king, If 
it pleaſe the king, let letters be given 
me to the governors beyond the river, 
that they may convey me over till I come 
into Judah ; 

* And a letter unto Aſaph the keeper 
of the kings foreſt, that he may give me 
timber to make beams for the gates of 
the palace which app-rtarned to the houſe, 
-and for the wal! of the city, and for the 
hovſe that I ſhall enter into. And the 
— granted me according to the good 
hand of my God upon me. 

9 Then l came to the governors be- 
vond the river, and gave them the kings 
letters. (Now the king had ſent captains 
of the army, and horſemen with me) 

to When Fanballat the Horonite, and 
"Tobiah the ſervant the Ammonite, heard 
ef rt, it grieved them exceedingly that 
there was come a man fo ſeek the wel- 
Fare of the children of Iael. 

It So l came to Jeruſalem, and was 
there three days. | 
12 And 1 aroſe in the night, IT and 
ſome few men with me, neither told 1 
any man what my God had put in my 
heart to do at Jeruſalem : neither was 
there any beaſt with me, ſave the beaſt 
that I rode upon. ha os 
13 And I went cut by night, by the 
gate of the valley, even before the dra- 
gon well, and to the dung port, and 
viewed the walls of Jeruſalem, which 
were broken down, and the gates there- 
of were corſumed with fire,

to Jeremiab. 

14 Then 1 went on to the gate of the 
fountain, and to the kings pool: but 
there was no place for the b:aſt chat was 
under me to paſs. 

15 Then went I up in the right by 
the broox, and viewed the wall, and 
turned back, ard entered by the gate of 
the valley, and / returned. 

16 And the rulers knew not whither 
I went, or what I did, neither had I ag 
yet told i: to the Jews, nor to the prieſts, 
nor fo the nobles, nor to the rulers, nor 
to the reſt that did the work. 

17 J "Then ſaid I unto them, Ye ſee 
the diftreſs that we are in, how _Jeruſa- 
lem /eth waſte, ard the gates thereof 
are burnt with fire: come, and let us 
build up the wall of Jeruſalem, that we 
be no more a reoroach. 

18 Then I told them of the hand of 
mv God which was good upon me; as 
alſo the kings words that he had ſpoken 
unto me. And they ſaid, Let us riſe up 
and build. So they ſtrengthened their 
hauds for this good 2. 

19 But when Sanhallat the Horonite, 
and Tobiah the ſervant the Ammonite, 
and Geſhem the Arabian heard ze, they 
— us to ſcorn, ard deſpiſed us, and 
ſaid, What i- this thing that ye do? will 
ye rebel againſt the king? 

20 Then anſwered 1 them, and ſald un- 
to them, The God of heaven, he will pro- 
(per us; theretore we his ſervants will 
ariſe and bufld : but you have no portion, 
nor right, ror memorial in Jeruſalem. 

CHAP. III.

zabeel: and next unto them repaired 
Zadok the fon of Baana. 

5 Ard next unto them the Tekojites 
repaired ; but their nobles put not their 
necks to the work of their Lord. 

6 Moreover, the old gate repaired Je- 
hoiada the ſon of Paſeah, and A 


The names and order ef 
the ſon of Beſodeiah;' they laid the beams 
thereof, and ſet tip the doors thereof, ard 
the locks thereof, and the bars thereof. 

7 And next unto them repaired Mela- 
tiah the Gibeonite, and jadon the Me- 
ronothite, the men of Gibecn, ard of 
Mizpah, unto the throne of the gover- 
nor on this fide the river, 

8 Next unto him repaired Uzziel the 
fon of Harhaiah, of the go'dſmiths: next 
unto him alſo repaired Hananiah, the 
fon of one of the apothecaries, ard they 
fortified Jeruſalem unto the broad wall. 

9 And next unto them repaired Re- 
phalah the ſon of Hur, the ruler of the 
half part of Jeruſalem. 

10 And next unto them repaired je- 
daiah the fon of Harumaph, even over 
againſt his houſe ard next unto him re- 
paired Hattuſh the fon of Haſhabniah, 

11 Malchiah the ſon of Harim, ard 
Haſhub the fon of Pahath-moab, repair- 
ed the other piece, and the tower of the 
furnaces.” 

i And next unto him repaired Shallum 
the fon of Haloheſh, the ruler of the half 
part of Jeruſalem, he and his daughters. 

13 The valley-gate repaired Hanun, 
and the inhabitants of Zanoah ; they 
built it, and ſet up the doors thereof, 
the !ocks thereof, and the hars thereof, 
and a thouſand cubits on the wall unto 
the dung-gate. 

14 But the durg-gate repaired Mal. 

chiah the ſon of Rechab, the ruler of 
part of Beth-haccerem : he built it, and 
fet up the doors thereof, the locks there- 
of, and the bars thereof. 
1 But the gate of the fountain repair- 
ed Shaliun the fon of Col-hozeh, the ru 
ler of part of Mizpah : he built it, and 
covered it, and ſet up the doors thereof, 
the locks thereof, and the bars thereof, 
and the wall of the pool of Siloah by the 
kings garden, and unto the flairs that go 
down from the city of David. 

16 After him repaired Nehemiah the 
fon of Azbuk the ruler of the half part 
of Beth-zur, unto 7+ pow over againſt 
the ſe pulehres of David, and to the pool 
that was made, and unto the houſe of 
the mighty © 
19 Aſter him repa'red the Levites, 
Rehvum the ſon of Bani: next unto him 
repaired Haſhabiah the ruler of the half 
part of Keilah, in his part. | 

1% Aſter him repaired their brethren, 
Raval the fon of Heradad, the ruler of 
the ha'f part of Keilah. 

19 And next to him repaird Fzer the 
fon of Jeſhua, the ruler of Mizpah, ano- 
ther piece over againſt the going up to 
the armoury at the turuing of ie e 
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theſe tb ut built the 2oall, _. 

20 After him Baruch the ſon of Zabbal 
earneſtly repaired the other piece, from 
the turning of tbe wal} unto the door of 
the houſe of Eliaſhib the high prieſt. 

21 After him repaired Meremoth the 
ſon of Urijah, the ſon of Coz, another 
piece, from the door of the houſe of Eli- 
aſhib, even to the end of the houſe of 
Elia ſhib. 

22 And after him repaired the prieſts, 
the men of the plain. 

23 After him repaired Benjamin, and 
Haſhub, over againft their houſe: after 
him repaired Azariah the ſon of Maaſei- 
ah, the ſon of Ananiah, by his houſe. 

24 After him repaired Binnui the ſon 
of Henadad, another piece, from ths 
houſe of Azariah, unto the turning of 
ibe wall, even unto the corner. 

25 Palal the (on of Uzai, over againſt 
the turning of be wall, and the tower 
which ljeth out from the kingshigh houſe, 
that was by the court of the priſon: af - 
ter him, Pedaiah the ſon of Paroſh. 

26 Moreover, the Nethisims dwelt in 
Ophel, unto be place over againſt the 
water-gate toward the eaſt, and the 
tower that lieth out. 

27 After them, the Tekoites repaired 
another piece, over againſt the great 
tower that lieth out, even unto the 
wall of Ophel. 

28 From above the horſe-gate revair- 
ed the JS every one ove againſt 
his houſe. 

29 After them repaired Zadok the ſon 
of Immer, over againft his houſe: after 
him repaired alſo Shemaiah, the ſen of 
Sbechanlah. the keeper of the eaſt-gate. 

30 After him repaired Hananiah, the 
ſon of Shelemiah, and Hanun the fixth 
ſon of Zalaph, another piece: after him 
repaired Meſhullam the ſon of Berechi- 
ah, over againſt his chamber. 

31 After him repaired Ma'chiah, the 
goſdſmiths ſon, unto the place of the 
Nethinims, and of the merchants, over 
againſt the gate Miphkad, and to the 
going up of the corner. ; 

31 And between the going up of the 
corner unto the ſheep-gate, repaired the 
.goldſmiths and the merchants. 

CHA F. IF; 
1 While the enemies (coff, Nebemiab pray- 
th: 7 ard ſetteib a watch, 
Ut it came to paſs, that when San- 
ballat heard that we builded the 
wall, he was wroth, ard took great in- 
dignation, ard mocked the Jews. ..

10 And Judah ſaid, The firength of 
the bearers of burdens is decayed, ard 
ebere 14 much rubbiſh, ſo that we are not 
able to build the wall. 

ir AM our adverſaries ſaid, They 
ſhall not know, neither ſee til' we come 
in the m*dft among them, and ſlay them, 
and cauſe the work to ceaſe. 

12 And jt came to paſs that when the 
Jews, which dwelt by them. came, they 
faid unto us ten times, From all places 
whence ye ſhali return unto us, they will 
be upon you. 

13 Therefore ſet I in the lower 
places behind the wall, aon the high- 
er places, I even ſet the people aſter 
their famſlies, with their (words, their 
ſpears, and their hows. | 

1s Ard Llooked, and roſe up, and 
ſaid unto the nobles, and to the rulers, 
and to the reſt of the people, Be not ye 
afraid of them: remember the Logn 


which 1s great and terrib'e, and Fehr” 


for your brethren, your ſons and your 
daughters. your wives, ard your houſes. 

15 And it came to paſs when our ene- 
mies heard that it was knen unto us, 
ard Cod had brought their counſel to 
nought; that we returned all of us to 
the wall, every one unt'c his work. 


and armeth the lahourers, 


of them held both the ſpears, the ſhie 
and the bows, and the habergeons; a 
the rulers were behind all the houſe 
Judah. :; | 

17 They which builded on the wall, 
and they that bare burdens, with thoſe 
that laded, every one with one of his 
hands wrought in the work, and wich 
the other dard held a weapon.

7 Then 1 conſulted with my ſelf, and 
T rebuked the nobles, and the rulers, 
and ſaid unto them, You exact uſury, 
every one of his brother. And I ſet a 
great aſſembly againſt them. 

8 And 1 ſaid unto them, We, after 
our ability, have redeemed our brethren 
the Jews, which were ſold unto the hea- 
then; and will! you even ſell your bre- 
thren? or ſhall they be ſold unto us? 
Then he!d they their peace, and found 
nothing to anſwer, | 

9 Alſo 1 fald, It 7s not good that ye 
do: ought ye not to walk in the fear of 
our God, becauſe of the reproach of the 
heathen our enemies? 

10 1 likewiſe, and my brethren, and 
my ſervants might exact of them money 


and corn: | pray you let us leave off this 


uſury. 8 EY 
11 Reftore, I pray you, to them, even 
this day, their lands, their vineyards, 


their olive yards, and their houſes, allo 


the hundredth part of the money, and 
of the corn, the wine, and the oil that 
ye exact of them. Sd | 

12 Then ſaid they, We will reſtore 
them,and will require nothing of them; ſo 
will we do as thou ſayeſt. Then I called 
the prieſts, and took an oath of them, that 
they ſhowld do according to this promiſe. 
"+13 Alſo 1 ſhock my lap, and ſaid, So 
Cod ſhake out every man from his houſe, 
and from his lataur that performeth not 
this promiſe, even thus be he ſhaken out, 
ard emptied.

10 And ſhewedſt figns and wonders 
upon Pharaoh, and on all his ſervants, 
and on all the people of his land: for 
thou kneweſt that they dealt proudly a- 
gainſt them: ſo didſt thou get thee a 
name, as it is this day. 

11 And thou didſt divide the ſea before 
them, ſo that they went through the 
midft of the ſea on the dry land, and 
their perſecutors thou threweſt into the 
deeps, as a ftone into the mighty waters. 

12 Moreover, thou leddefſt them in the 
day by a cloudy pillar ; and in the night 
by a pillar of fire, to give them light in 
the way wherein they ſhould go.

Sinai, and ſpakeft with them from hea- 


ven, and gaveſt them right judgments,

ſhew them light, and the way whereia 
they ſhould go. 

20 Thou gaveſt alſo thy ſpirit to 
inſtruct them, and withheldeſt not thy 
manna from their mouth, and gaveſt 
them water for their thirſt, 

21 Yea, forty years didſt thou ſuſtain 
them in the wilderneſs, ſo that they lack- 
ed nothing; their clothes waxed not 


old, and their feet ſwelled not. 


22 Moreover, thou gaveſt them king- 
doms and nations, and didſt divide them 
into corners : ſo they poſſeſſed the land 
of Sihon, and the land of the king of 
Heſhbon, and the land of Og king of 
Baſhan. 

23 Their children alſo multiplied 
thou as the ſtars of heaven, and brought- 
eſt them into the land, concerning which 
thou hadſt promiſed to their fathers, that 
they ſhould go in to poſſeſs ze.

28 But atter they had reſt, they did evil 
again before thee : therefore lefteſt thou 
them in the hand of their enemies, fo 
that they had the dominion over them :

5 And when theſe days were expired, 
the king made a feaſt unto all the people 
ebat, ⁊vers preſent. in Shuſhan the palace, 
both unto great and ſmall, ſeven days, in

4 And he brought me thither, and be- 
hold, tere was a man, whoſe appearance 
a like the a Tiley of braſs, with a 
line of flax in his hand, and a meaſur- 
ing reed; and he ſtood in the gate. 

4 And the man ſaid unto me, Son of 
man, behold with thine eyes, and hear 
with thine ears, and ſet thine heart upon 
all that 1 ſhall ſhew thee ; for to the in- 
tent that 1 might ſhew them unto thee, 
art thou brought hither : declare all that 
thou ſeeſt to the houſe of Iſrael. 

s And behold a wall on the outfide of 
the houſe round about, and in the mans 
hand « meaſuring-reed of fix cubits /ong, 
by the cubit, and an hand-breadth : ſo he 
meaſured the breadth of the building 
one reed, and the hight one recd. 

6 QC Then came he unto the gate 
which looketh toward the caſt, and 
went up the ſtairs thereof, and meaſured 
the threſhold of the gate whrcb eras one 
reed broad, and the other threſhold of 
the gate, which qoas one reed broad.

© 9 Then meaſured he the porch of the

11 And he meaſured the breadth of 
the entry of the gate ten cubits, and the 
length of the gate thirteen cubits. 

12 The ſpace alſo beiore the little 
chambers wwas one cubit on ehrs fide, and 
the ſpace wwas one cubit on that lide, and 
the little chambers vere fix cubits on 
this ſide, and tix cubits on that ſide. 

13 He meaſured then the gate from 
the roof of one little chamber 1o the roof 
of another : the breadth was five and 
twenty cubits, door againſt coor, 

14 He made alfo poſts of threeſcore 
cubits, even unto the poſt of the court 
round about the gate. 

15 And trom the face of the gate of 
the entrance, unto the tace of the porch 
of the inner gate, ewrre fifty cubits. 

16 And there were narrow windows to 
the little chambers, and to their poſts 
within the gate round about, and like- 
wiſe to the arches: and windows wow? 
round about inward : and upon each poſt 
were palm-trees. 

17 Then brought he me into the out- 
ward court, and lo, there evere chan- 
bers, and a pavement made for the court 
round about: thirty chambers were upon 
the pavement. | 

18 And the pavement by the ſide of 
the gates over againſt the length of the 
gates, <vas the lower pavement. 

19 Then he mcaſured the hreadth 
from the forefront of the lower gate, 
unto the forefront of the inner count 
withou?, an hundred cuvits eaſtward, 
and northward. 

20 And the gate of the outward 
court that looked toward the north, he 
meaſure i the length thereof, and the 
breadth thereof. 6 

21 And the little chambers thereof 
coere three on this fide, and three on that 
ſi e, and the poſts thereof, and the arches 
thereof were after the meaſure of tte 
firſt gate: the length thereof vas fut) 
cubits, and the breadth tive and twenty 
cubits. : 

22 And their windows, and theit 
arches, and their pam- trees. evere after 
the mea ſure of the gate that looketh to- 
wards the eaſt, and they went up und 
it by ſcven ſteps, and the arches thered 
evere before them. 

23 And the gate of the inner court wu 
over againſt the gate toward the oy 
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and toward the eaſt, and he meaſured 
trom gate to gate an hundred cubits. 

2; After that he brought me to- 
ward the ſouth, and behold, a gate to- 
ward the ſouth, and he meaſured the 
poſts thereof, and the arches thereof, 
according to theſe meatures, 

25 And there were windows in it, and 
in the arches thereof round about, like 
the windows; the length «was fittycubits, 
and the breadth five and twenty cubits. 

26 And rtere were (even Reps to go 
up to it, and the arches thereof ⁊cere be- 
fore them, and it had palm-trees, one 
on this tide, and another on that fice, 
upcn the poſts thereof, 

27 And tere was a gate in the inner 
court toward the ſouth, and he meaſured 
trom gate to gate toward the ſouth an 
hundred cubits. 

28 Arid hebrought me to the inner court 
by the ſouth gate, and he meaſured the 
jouth gate according to theſe meaſures : 

29 And the little chambers thereof, and 
the poſts chereot, and the arches thereot, 
according to theſe mcaſures, and -e 
gvrre windows in it, and in the arches 
thereof round about: 7 was fifty cubits 
long, and hve and twenty cubits broad. 

30 And the arches round about ⁊ocre 
five and twenty cubits long, and five 
Cubits broad, 

31 And the arches thereof were to- 
ward the utter court, and palm-trees 
were upon the polts thereof; and the 
doing up to it bad eight ſteps. 

32 ¶ And he brought me into the inner 
court toward the caſt, and he meaſured 
the gate according to thele meaſures, 

33 And the little chambers thereof, 
and the poſts thereof, and the arches 
thereof were according to theſe mea- 
ſures, and there zwere windows therein, 
and in the arches thereof round about; 
u was fifty cubits long, and hive ald 
twenty cubits broad. 

34 And the arckes thereof zw¾ere to- 
ward the outward court, and palm-trees 
Were Upon the poſts thereof on this fide, 
and on that de, and the going up to it 
tad ej eht ſteps. 

35 And he brought me to the north 
date, and meaſured it, according to theie 
mucaſures: : 

36 The little chambers thereof, the 
poſts thereof, and the arches thereof, 
and the windows to it round about: the 
lengch evas fifty cubits, and the breadth 
lve and twenty cubits. 

37 And the poſts thereof vere toward 
the utter court, and palm · trees tere upon 
the poſts thereof on this fide, and on that 
kd: and the going up to itbad Cight ſteps, 
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38 And the chambers, and the entries 
thereof were by the poſts ot the ates, 
where they waſhed the curnt-: Hering. 

3» And in the porch cf the gate 
were two tables on this ſide, and two 
tables on that fide, to {lay there. a the 
burnt-otteriay, and the fig-0ering, and 
the treipais-ottering. 

40 And at the {ide without, as one 
goeth up to the entry of the north gate, 
were two tab es; and on the other ſide, 
Which wwas at the porch of the gate, euere 
two tables. 

41 Four tables were on this ſide, and 
four tables cn that fide, by the fide of 
the gate; eight tables whereupon they 
flew therr ſacrifices. 

41 And the tour tables wwere of hewen 
Kone tor the burnt-otte:ing, of a cubit 
and an half long, and a cubit and an 
half broad, and {ne cudit high: where- 
upon alſo they laid the inftruments 
wherewith they ſlew the burnt-oficring 
and the facritice. 

43 And within were hooks, an band 
broad, faitened round about; and upon 
the tables <vas the fleih of the offering; 

44 Q Aid without the inner gate 
were the chambers of the fingers in the 
inner court, Which was at the ſide ot 
the north gate: and their proſpect was 
toward the ſouth, one at the fide of the 
eatt gate, lavirg the preſpect toward 
the north. 

45 And he ſaid unto me, This cham- 
ber, whoſe proſpect is toward the ſouth, 
1s tor the prieſts the keepers of the 
charge of the houſe. 

40 And the chamber, whoſe proſpect 
is toward the north, :s for the prieiis 
the keepers of the charge of the altar : 
theſe ere the ſons of Zadok among the 
ſons of Levi, which .came near to the 
LORD to miniſter unto him. 

47 So ke meaſured the court, an hun- 
ared cubits long, and an hund ed cubits 
broad, tour-i{quare, and the altar tat 
vas before the houle. 

48 And he brought me to the porch 
of the houſe, and meaſured each pol ot 
the porch, hve cubits on this lice, an! 
Eve cubits on that ſide : and the breadth 
of the gate cu three cubits on this ſide, 
and three cubits on that ſide. 

49 The length of the porch evas twenty 
cubits, and the breadth eleven cubits, 
and be br:ugbt me by the ſteps whereby 
they went up to it: and there were pil- 
lars by the poſts, one on this tide, and

6 And the fide-chambers were three, 
one over another, and thirty in order, and 
they entered into the wall which was of 
— houſe for the ſide-chambers round a- 

t, that they might have ho d, but they 
had not hold in the wall of the houſe. 

7 And there vas an enlarging and a 
winding about ſtill upward to the ſide- 
chambers, for the winding about of the 
houſe went ſtill upward round about the 
Houſe : therefore the breadth of the houſe 
was till upward, and ſo increaſed from the 
loweſt chamber to the highett by the midſt. 

8 I ſaw alſo the hight ot the houſe 
round about: the foundations of the de- 
chambers were a full reed of fix great 
cubits. 

9 T be thickneſs of the wall which was 
for the ſiue- chamber without, a: five cu- 
bits, and tbat which was leſt, aua: the place 

ot the ſᷣde-chambers that «vere within. 

10 And between the chambers tv the 
wideneſs of twenty cubiis round about 
the houſe on every fide. \ 

11 And the doors of the ſide-chambers 
wver« toward the place that qwas left, one 
door toward the north, and another door 
toward the ſouth, and the breadth ot the 
place tbut was left, ⁊uas five Cubits. round 
12 Now the building that vas before 
the ſeparate place, at the end toward 
the weſt, was ſeventy cubits broad, and 
the wall of the building was five cubits 
thick round about, and the length there- 
of ninety cubits 
13 So he mea ured the houſe, an hun- 
Ered cubits long, and the ſeparate place, 
and the building with the walls thereof, 
an hundred cubits long.

17 To that above the door, even un- 
to the inner houſe and without, and by 
al! the wall round about within and 
without, by meaſure. 

18 And it was made with cherubims 
and palm-trees, ſo that a palm tree 2a: 
between a cherub and a cherub, and 
every cherub had two (aces : 

19 So that the face of a man as to- 
ward the palm-tree on the one fide, and 
the face of a young lion toward the 
palm-tree on the other ſide : it awas made 
through all the houſe round about. 

20 From the ground unto above the 
door evere cherubims and palm-tree 
made, and en the wall of the temple. 

21 The poſts of the temple «vere {quar- 
ed, and the face of the ſanctuary : the 
appearance of the ene as the appearanc* 
+ the other. 

22 The altar of wood zwas three cubits 
high ; and the length thereof two cu- 
bits; and the corners thereof, and the 
length thereof, and the walls thereoi, 
tuere of wood: and he faid unto me, This 
is the table that :s beiore the LORD. 

23 And the temple and the ſanQuary 
had two doors. 

24 And the doors had two leaves 
piece, two turning leaves; two {ave 
for the one door, and two leaves tor the 
other der. 

25 And there wvere made on them, o 
the doors of the tempie, cherubims and 
palm- tices, like as vere made upon the 
walls; and there were thick planks up- 
on the face of the porch without,” 

26 And there were narrow windows 
and palm-trees on the one ſide, and 0! 
the other fide, on the fides cf the porch, 
and en the fide-chambers of the houſe, 
and thick planks.

6 For they were in three ftsr:es, but had 
not pillars as the pillars ot the courts : 
therefore the bur/ding was ſtraitened more 
than the loweſt, and the middlemoſt from 
the ground. 

7 And the wall that was without over 
againſt the chambers, towards the utter 
court on the fore-part of the chambers, 
the length thereof was fitty cubits. 

8 For the length of the chambers that 
were in the utter court vas fifty cubits: 
and lo, betore the temple were an hun- 
dred cabits. 

9 And trom under theſe chambers was 
the entry on the eaſt ſide, as one goeth 
into them from the utter court. 

10 The chambers were in the thickneſs 
of the wall of the court toward the eaſt, 
over againſt the ſeparate place, and 
over againſt the building. 

11 And the way before them was like 
the appearance of the chambers which 
were toward the north, as long as they, 
ard as broad as they, and all their goings 
out were both according to their faſhions, 
and according to their doors. 

12 And according to the doors of the 
chambers that were toward the ſouth, 
was a door in the head of the way, even 
the way directly before the wall toward 
the caſt, as one entereth into them.

Then 1 lifted up mine eyes, and ſaw, 
and behold, there ſtood before the river, a 
ram which had two horns, and the two 
horns were high : but one 2vas higher than 
the other, and the higher came up laſt. 

4 I ſaw the ram puſhing weſtward, and 
northward, and ſouthward : fo that 
no beaſts might ſtand before him, nei- 
ther was there any that could deliver ont 
of his hand, but he did according to his 
will, and became great. 

s And as I was conſidering, behold, 
an he-goat came trom the weft on the 
face of the whole earth, and touched not 
the ground: and the goat bad a notable 
horn between his eyes. 

6 And he came to the ram that had 
two horns, which I had ſeen ſtanding 
before the river, and ran unto him in 
de fury of his er. 6 

7 And I ſaw him come cloſe unto the

16 And it waxed great, even to the 
hoſt of heaven, and it caſt down /me 
of the hoſt, and of the ſtars to the ground, 
and ſtamped upon them. 

ix Yea, he magnified bimſe /f even to 
the prince of the hoſt, and by him the 
daily ſacrifice was taken away, and the 
place of his ſanctua ry was caſt down. 

12 And an hoſt was given im again 
the daily ſacrifice by reaſon of tranſgreſ- 
fion, and it caſt down the truth to the 
ground, and it practiſed, and profpered. 

13 q Then I heard one ſaint ſpeaking, 
and another faint ſaid unto that certa'n 
ſpall be the 
viſion concerning the daily ſacrifice, and 
the tranſgreſſion of deſolation, to give 
both the ſanctuary and the hoſt to be 
troden under foot ? 

14 And he ſaid unto me, Unto two 
thouſand and three hundred days ; then 
ſhall the ſanctuary be cleanſed. 

15 ¶ And it came to paſs, when I, ever 
I Daniel had ſeen the viſion, and ſought 
for the meaning, then behold, there ſtood 
before me as the a ance of a man. 

16 And I heard a mans voice between 
the banks of Ulai, which called, and faid, 
Gabriel, make this man to underftand 
the viſion. 

17 So he came near where I ſtood : 
and when ke came, 1 was afraid, and fell 
upon my face: but he ſaid unto me, Un- 
derſtand, O fon of man; for at the time 
of the end Yu be the viſion. 

18 Now as he was ſpeaking with me, 
as in a deep ſleep on my face toward 
the ground : but he touched me, and ſet 
me upright. 

19 And he ſaid, Behold, I will make

4 And I prayed unto the LoRD my 
Cod, and made my confeſſion, and ſaid, 
O Lord, the great and dreadful God, 
keeping the covenant, and 1 7 them 
that love him, and to them that keep 
his commandments : |

21 Yea, whiles I war ng in pray- 
er, even the man Gabriel, whom I had 
ſeen in the viſion at the beginning, be- 
ing cauſed to * ſwiftly, touched me a- 
but the time of the evening oblation. 

12 And he informed me, and talked 
with me, and ſaid, O Daniel, I am now 
come forth to give thee skill and under- 
ſtanding. 3 : 

23 At the beginning of thy ſupplica- 
tions the commandment came forth, and 
Jam come to ſhew tee; for thou art 

greatly beloved : therefore underftand 

the matter, and conſider the viſion. 

24 Seventy weeks are determined upon

26 And after threeſcore and two weeks 
ſhall Meſſiah be cut off, but not for him- 
ſelf: and the people of the prince that 
ſhall come, ſhall deſtroy the city, and 
the ſanctuary, and the end thereof foal 
be with a flood, and unto the end of the 
war deſolations are determined. 

27 And he ſhall confirm the covenant

20 And they ſtraightway left cer nets, 
and followed him. 

21 And going on from thence, he ſaw 
other two brethren, James the ſen of Ze- 
bedee, and John his brother, in a ſhip 
with Zebedee their tather, mendiag their 
nets: and he called thęm. 

22 And they, immediately left the ſhip, 
and their father, and followed him. 

23 ¶ And Jeſus went abou: all Galilee, 
teaching in their ſynagogues,and preach. 
ing the goſpel of the kingdom, and heal- 
ing all manner of ficknelis, and all man- 
ner of diſeaſe among the people. 

24 And his fame went throughout all 
Syria : and they brought unto him all 
ſick people that were taken with divers 
d'(eaſcs, and torments, and thoſe which 
were poſletied with devils, and thoſe 
which were lunatick, and thoſe that had 
the palſy ; and he healed them. 

25 And there tollowed him great mul- 
titudes of people from Galilee, ani rem 
Decapolis, and from Jeruſalem, and from 
Judea, and from beyond Jordan,

13 xe are the ſalt of the earth: but 
if the ſalt have loſt his favour, where- 
with ſha}l it be ſalted ? it is thenceforth 
good for nothing, but to be caſt out, and 
to be troden under foot of men. 

14 Ve are the light ot the world. A city 
chat is ſet on an hill cannot be hid. 

15 Neither do men light a candle, and 
ut it under a buſhel: but on a candle- 
ick, and it giveth light unto all that 

are in the houſe. 

16 Let your light ſo ſhine before men, 

that they may ſee your god works, and 
glority your Father which is in heaven. 
17 QF Think not that I am come to de- 
ſtroy the law, or the prophets: I am not 
come to deſtroy, but to tutkl. 
28 For veri;y 1 ſay unto you, Till 
keaven and earth pass, one jot or one 
tittle ſhall in no wife paſs from the law, 
till all be ſolfilled. 

19 Whoſocver therefore ſhall break 
one of theſe l: aft commandments, and 
Fall teach men ſo, he ihall be called the 
leaſt in the kingdom of heaven, but 
wholoever ſhall do, aud teach hem, the 
fame ſhall be called great in the king- 
dom of heaven. 

420 For I ſay unto you. That except 
your rightcouſneſs ſhall exceed the g- 
teonſneſs of the icribes and Phariſees, ye 
mall in no cafe enter iuto the Kingdom 
of heaven. 

21 Ve have heard that it was ſaid 
by them of old time, Thou ſhalt not kill : 
and whcfoever ſhall k1l, ſhall be in dan- 
ger of the — 

22 Bu. I ſay unto you, that whoſoever 
is angry with his brother without a 
cauſe, ſhall be in danger of the judge- 
ment: and whoſoever ſhall fay to his 
brother, Raca, ſhall be in danger of the 
council: but whoever ſhall ſay, Thou 
fool, ſhall be in danger of hell-fire. 

23 Theretore it thou bring thy gift to 

the altar, and there remembereſt that 
thy brother hath ought againſt thee ; 
24 Leave there thy gift before the 
altar, and go thy way, ficſt be reconcil- 
ed to thy brother, and then come and 
otter thy gift. 

25 Agree with thine adverſary quick- 
ly, whiles thou art in the way with him: 
Jeſt at any time the adverfary deliver thee 
wo the judge, and the judge deliver thee to 
the officer, and thou be caſt into prifop,

31 It hath been ſaid, Whoſoever ſhall 
put away his wife, let him give her a 
writing of divorcement. 

32 But I ſay unto ycu, that whoſoever 
ſhall put away his wife, ſaviag for the 
cauſe of fornication, cauſeth her to com- 
mit adultery : and whoſoever ſhall mar- 
ry her that is divorced, committeth adul- 
tery. 

33 Again, ye have heard that it hath 
been ſaid by them of old time, Thou ſhalt 
not forſwear- thy ſelf, but ſhalt pe: ſorm 
unto the Lord thine oaths. 

34 But 1 ſay unto you, Swear not at all; 
neither by heaven, for it is Gods throne: 

35 Nor by the earth, for it is his foot- 
ſtool: neither by Jeruſalem, for it is the 
city of the great King. 

36 Neither ſhalt thou fwear by thy 
head, becauſe thou canſt not make one 
hair white or black. 

37 But let your communication be, Vca, 
yea ; Nay, nay: for whatſoever zs more 
than thefe, cometh of evil. 

38 Ve have heard that it hath been 
ſaid, An eye for an eye, and a tooth tor 
a tooth. 

39 But I fay unto you, that ye reſiſt 
not evil: but whoſoever ſhall ſmite thee 
on thy right cheek, tura to him the 
other alfo. 

40 And if any man will fue thee at 
the law, and take away thy coat, let him 
have thy cloak alſo. 

41 And whoſoever ſhall compel thee 
to go a mile, go with him twain. 

4 Give to him that asketh thee, and 
from him that would borrow of thee, 
tuen not thou away. 

43 © Ye have heard that it hath been 
faid, Thou ſhalt love thy neighbour, aud 
hate thine enemy : 


44 But I ſay unto you, Love your ene-

mies, bleſs them that curſe you, do good 
to them that hate you, and pray for them

5 ¶ And when thou prayeſt, thou ſhalt 
net be as the hypocrites are : for they 
love to pray ſtanding in the ſynagogues, 
and in the corners of the ſtreets, that 
they may he ſ-en of men. Verily I ſay 
unto you, they have their reward. 

6 But thou, when thou prayeſt, enter 
into thy cloſet, and when thou haſt ſhut 
thy door, pray to thy Father which is in 
ſecret, and thy Father which ſeeth in 
ſecret, ſhall reward thee openly. 

7 But when ye pray, uſe not vain repe- 
titions as the heathen do: for they think 
that they ſhall be heard for their much 
ſpeakin?. 

8 Be not ye therefore like unto them: 
for your Father knoweth what things ye 
have need of before ye ask him. 

9 After this manner there fore pray 
ye : Our Father which art in heaven, 
Hallowed be thy name. 

10 Thy kingdom come Thy will be 
done in earth as z it in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our daily bread. 

tz And ſorgive us our debts, as we 
forgive our debtors. 

13 And lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil: For thine is 


07 alen and prayey. Chap. 


vi. Of forgivereſ, &. I 
the kingdom, and the power, and the. 
glory, for ever. Amen. f 

14 For, if ye forgive men their treſ- 

aſſes, your heavenly Father will alſo 
rgive you. : EE 

15 But if ye forgive not men their 
treſpailes, RT will your Father for- 

ie your tre es. | 
K 16 ¶ Moreover, when ye faſt, be not 
as the hypocrites, of a ſad countenance: 
for they disfigure their faces, that they 
may appear unto men to faft, Verily 1 
ay unto you, they have their reward. 

17 But thou, when thou faſteſt, anoint 
thine bead, and waſh thy ſace: 

18 That thou appear not unto men to 
faſt, but unto thy Father which is in ſe- 
cret : and thy Father which ſeeth in ſe- 
cret, ſhall reward thee openly. 

19 Lay not up for yourſelves trea- 
ſures upon earth, where moth and ruſt 
doth corrupt, and where thieves break 
through and fteal. | 

20 But lay up for yourſelves treaſures 
in heaven, where neither moth nor. ruſt 
doth corrupt, and where thieves do not 
break through nor ſteal. | 

21 For where your treaſure is, there 
will your heart he alſo. 

22 The light of the body is the eye 
if therefore thine eye be fingle, thy 
whole body ſhall be full of light. 

23 But it thine eve be evil, thy whole 
body ſhall be full of darkneſs, If there- 
fore the light that is in thee, be dark» 
neſs, how great is that darkneſs ! 

24 No man can ſerve two maſters 
for either he will hate the one, and love 
the other ; or elſe he will hold to the 
one, and deſpiſe the other, Ye cannot 
ſerve God and mammon. | 

25 Theretore 1 ſay unto you, Take 
no thought for your life, what ye ſhall 
eat, or what ye ſhall! drink ; nor yet tor 
your body what ye ſhall put on : Is not 
the life more than meat, and the body 
than raiment ? | 

26 Behold the fowls of the air : for 
they ſaw not, neither do they reap, nor 
gat er into barrs; yet your heaven! 

ather feedeth them. Are ye not m 
better than they ? : 

27 Which of you by taking thought can 
add one cubit unto his ſtature ? 

22 And why take ye thought for rai- 
ment? Conſider the lilies of the field 
how they grow; they toil not, neither 
do they ov 

29 And yet I ſay unto you, that even 
Solomon in all his glory was not arayed 
like one of theſe. | 

30 Wherefore,if God ſo cloath the

touched him, ſaying, I will ; be thou 
clean. And immediately his leproſy was 
clean ſed. 


4 And ſeſus faith unto him, See thou 
tell no man, but go thy way, ſhew thy- 
ſelf to the prieſt, and offer the gift that 


Moſes commanded, tor a teſtimony unto 


them. 

5 And when Jefus was entered in- 
to Capernaum, there came unto him a 
centurion, deſeeching him, 

6 And faying, Lord, my ſervant lieth 
at home fick of the palſy, grievoully 
tormented. : 

7 And Jeſus ſaith unto him, I will 
come and heal him, 

8 The centurion anſwered and faid, 
Lord, Iam not worthy that thou ſhouldeft 
come under my roof : but ſpeak the 
word only, and my fſcrvant ſhall be 
healed. 

9 For I am a man under authority, 
having ſoldiers under me: and I ſay to 
this man, Go, and he goeth: and to an- 
other, Come, and he cometh : and to my 
ſervant, Do this, and he doeth it. 

10 When Jeſus heard it, he marvell- 
ed, and ſaid to them that followed, Ve- 
rily I ſay unto you, I have not found fo 
great faith, no not in Iſrael, 

11 And l ſay unto you, that many ſhall 
come from the eaſt and weft, and ſhall 
fit down with Abraham, and Ifaac, and 
Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven: 

12 But the children of the kingdom 
ſhall be caſt out into outer darkneſs : 
—— ſhall be weeping, and gnaſhing of 
teeth. 

13 And Jeſus ſaid unto the centurion, 
Go thy way, and as thou haſt believed, io 
be it done unto thee. And his ſervant 
was healed in the ſelf-ſame hour. 

14 And when Jeſus was come into 
Peters houſe, he ſaw his wifes mother 
laid, and ſick of a fever. 

15 And he touched her hand, and the 
fever left her: and ſhe aroſe and mini- 
ſtered unto them. 

16 When the even was come, they 
brought unto him many that were poſ- 
ſefled with devils : and he caſt out the 
ſpirits with t word, and healed all 

t were ſick : 

17 That it might be fu'filled which 
was ſpoken by Eſaias the prophet, ſay- 
ing, Himſelf took our intirmities, and 
bare eur ſickneſſes. 

18 Now when Jeſus ſaw great multi- 
tudes about him, he gave commandment 
to depart unto the other fide. 


and cafteth out deviſe, 

19 And a certain ſcribe came, an- faid 
unto him, Maſter, I will follow thee 
whitherſoever thou goeſt. 

20 And Jeſus ſaith unto him, The 
foxes have holes, and the birds of the 
air have neſts ; but the Son of man hath 
not where to lay 65s head. 

21 And another of his diſciples ſaid 
unto him, Lord, ſufter me tirſt to go 
and bury my father. 

22 But Jeſus (aid unto him, Follow 
me, and let the dead bury their dead 

23 And when he was entered into 
a ſhip, his diſciples tollowed him 

24 And behold, there aroſe a great 
tempeſt in the ſea, inſomuch that the 
ſhip was covered with the waves: but 
he was alleep. 

25 And his diſciples came to him, and 
awoke him, ſaying, Lord, ſave us: we 
perith. 

26 And he faith unto them, Why are 
ye fearful, O ye of little ta'th ? Then 
he aroſe, and rebuked the winds and the 
ſea, and there was a great calm 

27 But the men marvelled, ſaying, 
W hat manner of man is this, that even 
the winds and the fea obey him ! 

28 q Arid when he was come to the 
other ſide, into the country of the Ger- 
geſenes, there met him two poſſeſſed 
with devils, coming out of the tombs, 
exceeding fierce, fo that no man might 
paſs by that way. 

29 And behold, they cried out, faying, 
What have we to do with thee, Jelus 
thou Son of God ? art thou come hither 
to torment us before the time ? 

30 And there was a good way off from 
them an herd of many wine feeding. 

31 So the devils beſought him, ſaying, 
If thou caſt us out, ſuffer us to go away 
into the herd of ſwine. 

32 And he ſaid unto them, Go. Ang 
when they were come out, they went 
into the herd of ſwine : and be hold, the 
whole herd of ſwine ran violently down 
a ſteep place into the ſea, and periſhed 
in the waters, 

33 And they that kept them fled, and 
went their ways into the city, and told 
every thing; and what was befallen to

24 And when he had begun to reckon, 
one was brought unto him which owed 
him 1en thouſand talents. 

25 But foraſmuch as he had not de 
pay, his lord commanded him to be ſold 
and his wife and children, and all that 
he had, and payment to be made.

26 The ſervant therefore fell down 
and worſhipped him, ſaying, Lord, have 
-— warns with me, and I will pay thee 
all. 

27 Then the Lord of that ſervant was

28 But the ſame (ſervant went out, and 
found one of his fellow-ſervants which 
owed him an hundred pence : and he 
laid hands on him, and took bim by the 
throat, ſaying, Pay me that thou oweſt. 

29 And his fellow ſervant fell down 
at his feet, and beſought him, ſaying, 
Have patience with me, and I will pay 
thee all. 

30 And he would not: but went and 
caſt him into priſon till he ſhould pay 
the debt. 

zi So when his fellow-ſervants ſaw 
what was done, they were very ſorry, 
and came and told unto their lord all 
that was done. 

32 Then his lord, after that he had 
called him, ſaid unto him, O thou wick- 
ed ſervant, 1 forgave thee all that debt, 
becauſe thou dehredſt me: 

33 Shouldeft not thou alſo have had 
compaſſion on thy fellow-ſervant, even 
as I had pity on thee ? 

34 And his lord was wroth, and dcli- 
vered him to the tormentors, till he 
ſhould pay all that was due unto him. 

35 So likewiſe ſhall my heavenly Fa- 
ther do alſo unto you, if ye from your 
hearts forgive not every one his brother 
their treſpaſſes.

ND it came to paſs that when Je- 

ſus had finiſhed theſe ſayings, he 

departed from Galilee, and came into the 
coafts of Judea, beyond Jordan : 

2 And great multitudes followed him, 
and he healed them there. 

3 | The Phariſes alſo came unto him, 
tempting him, and ſaying unto him, Is it 
lawtul tor a man to put away his wite 
for every cauie ? 

4 And he anſwered and faid unto 
them, Have ye not read, that he which 
made them at the beginning, made them 
male and female ? 

5 And ſaid, For this cauſe ſhall a man 
leave father and mother, and ſhall cieave 
— og wife: and they twain ſhall be one 

eſh. 

6 Wherefore, they are no more twain, 
but one fleſh. What therefore God hath 
j02ned together, let no man put alunder, 


Chap. xix. 


Of drvorcement and marriages, 


7 They ſay unto him, Why did Moſes 
then command to give a writing of di- 
vorcement, and ro put her away ? 

8 He faith unto them, Moſes, becauſe 
of the hardneſs of your hearts, ſuffered 
you to put away your wives ; but from 
the begin ning it was not ſo. 

9 And I fay unto you, Whoſoever ſhall 
put away his wife, except 2: be for for- 
nication, and ſhall marry another, com- 
mitteth adultery : and Whoſo marrieth 
her which is put away, doth commit 
adultery, 

10 His diſciples ſay unto him, If 
the caſe of the man be ſo with bis wife, 
it is not good to marry. 

11 But he ſaid unto them, All men 
cannot receive this ſaying, ſave bey to 
whom it is given. 

12 For there are ſome eunuchs, which 
were ſo born from their mothers womb : 
and there are ſome eunuchs, which were 
made eunuchs of men : and there be 
eunuchs, which have made themſelves 
eunuchs for the kingdom of heavens 
ſake. He that is able to receive zt, let 
him receive it. 

13 Then were there brought unto 
him little children, that he ſhould put 
tis hands on them and pray: and the 
diſciples rebuked them. 

14 But Jeſus ſaid, Suffer little chil- 
dren, and torbid them not to come unto 
me: for of ſuch is the Kingdom of 
heaven. 

15 And he laid hs hands on them, and 
departed thence. ; 

16 ( Ard behold, one came and ſaid 
unto him, Good maſter, what good thing 
ſhall I do that I may have eternal lite? 

17 And he ſaid unto him, Why calleſt 
thou me good? there is none g od but 
one, tbat it God : but if thou wilt enter 
into life, keep tie commandments. 

18 He ſaith unto him, Which ? Jeſus 
ſaid, Thou ſhalt do no murder, Thou 
ſhalt not commit adultery, Thou ſhalt 
not ſteal, Thou ſhalt not bear falſe wit- 
nes \ 

19 Honour thy father and ty mother: 
and, Thou ſhalt love thy neighbour as 
thyſelf. f 

20 The young man ſaith unto him, 
All theſe things have I kept from my 
youth up: what lack I yet? 

21 Jeſus faid unto him, If thou wilt 
be perfect, go ard fell that thou haſt, 
and give to the poor, and thou ſhalt 
have treaſure in heaven : and come and 
follow me. 

22 But when the young man heard 
that ſaying, he went away ſorrowful : 
jor he had great poſſeſſions,

23 U Then ſaid Jeſus unto his diſci- 
ples, Verily I fay unto you, that a rich 
man ſhall hardly enter into the king- 
dom of heaven. 

24 And again I ſay unto you, It is 
eaſie tor a camel to go through the eye 
of a neeule, than for a rich man to en- 
ter into the king om of God. 

25 When his diiciples heard it, they 
were exceed:ngly amazed, laying, Who 
then can be ſaved ? 

26 But jeſus beheld them, and ſaid 
unto them, With men this is impoſſible, 
but with God all things are potlible. 

27 Then anſwered Peter, and ſaid 
unto him, Behold, we have forſaken all, 
and followed thee ; what ſhall we have 
theretore ?

1 Of tee labgurers in the vine ard. 20 Chrift 
tearherb bis diſciples bumlity, 
OR the kingdom of hraven is like 

_ unto a man that 's an houſholder, 
which went out early in the morning to 
hire labourers into his vinevarc. 

2 And when he had agreed with the 
labourers for a p*ny a day, he ſent them 
into his vineyard. 

3 And he went out about the third 
hour, and ſaw others ſtanding idle in

4 All this was done, that it might be 
fulfilled which was ſpoken by the pro- 
phet, ſaying, X 

5 Tell ye the daughter of Sion, Be- 
hold, thy King cometh unto thee, meek, 
and ſitting upon an aſs, and a colt the 
fole of an aſs. 

6 And the diſciples went, and did as 
Jeſus commanded them, 

7 And brought the aſs, and the colt, 
and put on them their cloaths, and they 
ſer m thereon. 

8 And a very great multitude ſpread 
their garments in the way; others cut 
cown branches from the trees, and 
trawed them in the way.

9 And the multitudes that went be- 
fore, and that followed, cried, ſaying,

13 And ſaid unto them, It is written, 
My houſe ſhall be called the houſe of 
prayer: but ye have made it a den of 
thieves. 

14 And the blind and the lame came to 
him in the temple, and he healed them. 

15 And when the chie! prieſts and 
ſcribes ſaw the wonderful things that he 
did, and the chilaren crying in the tem- 
ple, and ſaying, Hoſanna to the ſon of 
David; they were ſore diſpleaſed, 

16 And ſaid unto hm, Heareſt thou 
what theſe ſay? And Jeſus ſaith unto 
them, Yea; have ye never read, Out 
of the mouth of babes and ſucklings thou 
hait pertected praiic ? 

17 And he le t them, and went out 
of the city into Bethany, and he lodged 
there, 

13 Now in the morning, as he return- 
ed into the city, he hungered. 

19 And when he ſaw a fig - tree in the 
way, he came to it, and found nothing 
thereon, but leaves only, and ſaid unto 
it, Let no fruit grow on thee hencefor- 
ward for ever. And preſently the fig- 
tree withered away. 

20 And when the diſciples ſaw it, they 
marvell-d, ſaying, How ſoon is the fig- 
tree withered away !

4 Again he ſent forth other ſervants, 
ſaying, Tell them which are bidden, Be- 
hold, I have prepared my dinner : my 
oxen and my fattlings are killed, and all 
things are ready: come unto the marriage.

11 And when the king came in to 
ſee the gueſts, he ſaw there a man which 
had not on a wedding garment: 

12 And he faith unto him, Friend, 
how cameſt thou in hither, not having a 
wedduig-garment ? And he was (pecch- 
leſs. 

13 Then ſaid the king to the ſervants, 
Bind him hand and foot, and take him 
away, and catt H into outer darkneis : 
_ ſhall be weeping and gnaſhing of 
tee th. 

14 For many are called, but few are 
choſen. 

15 C Then went the Phariſees, and 
took counſel] how they might entangle 
him in bis talk. 

16 And they ſent out unto him their 
diſciples, with the Herodians, ſaying, 
Maſter, we know that thou a:t true, 
and teacheſt the way of God in truth, 
neither careſt thou for any man: for 
thou regardeſt not the perſon of men. 

17 Tell us therefore, What thinkeſt 
thou ? Is it lawful to give tribute unto 
Ceſar, or not ? 

18 But Jeſus perceived their wicked- 
neſs, and ſaid, Why tempt ye me, ye 
hypocrites ? 

19 Shew me the tribute money. And 
they brought unto him a peny. 

20 And he ſaith unto them, Whoſe 7s 
this image and ſuperſcrintion ? 

21 They ſay unto him, Ceſars. Then 
ſaith he unto them, Kender therefore 
unto Ceſar, the things which are Ceſars; 
and unto God, the things that are Gods, 

22 When they had heard theſe wwordr, 
they marvelled, and left him, and went 
their way. 

23 The ſame day came to him the 
Sadducees, which ſay that there is no 
reſurrection, and asked him, 

24 Saying, Maſter, Moſes faid, If a 
man die, having no children, his bro- 
ther ſhall marry his wife, and railc up 
ſeed unto his brother. 

25 Now there were with us ſeven 
brethren, and the firſt, when he had 
married a wife, deceaſed, and having no 
iſſue, left his wife unto his brother. 

26 Likewiſe the ſecond alſo, and the 
third, unto the (ſeventh. 

27 And laſt of all the woman died alſo. 

28 Therefore in the reſurrection, 
whoſe wife ſhall ſhe be of the ſeven ? 
for they all had her. 

29 Jeſus anſwered and ſaid unto them, 
Ye do err, not knowing the ſcriptures, 
nor the power of God. 

20 For in the reſurrection they nei- 
ther marry, nor are given in marrisge; 
but are as the angels ef God in heaven.

45 It David then call him Lord, how 
is he his {on ? 

45 And no man was able to anſwer

10 And while they went to buy, the 
bridegroom came, and they that were 
ready, went in with him to the mar- 
riage, and the door was ſhut. 

11 Afterward came alſo the other vir- 
gins, ſaying, Lord, lord, opea to us. 

12 But he anſwered and faid, Verily 
Jay unto you, I know you not. 

13 Watch therefore, tor ye know 
neither the day nor the hour, wherein 
the Son of man cometh.

13 Verily I fay unts you, Whereſo- 
ever this goſpel ſhall be preached in the 
whole world, there ſhall alfo this that 
this woman hath done, be told for a me- 
morial of her. 

14 (4 Then one of the twelve called Ju- 
s Iſcariot, went unto the chiet prieſts, 
15 And ſaid unte them, What will ye 
give me, and I will deliver him unto 
you ? And they covenanted with him for 


irty pieces of filver, 
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The boly ſupper inſtituted. 

16 And from that time he ſought op- 
portunity to betray him. 

17 Now the firſt day of the feaſt of 
unleavened bread, the diſciples came to 
Jeſus, ſaving unto him, Where wilt thou 
that we prepare for thee to eat the pail- 
over ?

55 In that ſame hour ſaid Jeſus to the 
multitudes, Are ye come out as againſt a 
thief, with ſwords and ſtaves for to take 
me? I ſat daily with you teaching in the 
temple, and ye laid no hold on me. 

56 But all this was done, that the 
ſcriptures of the prophets might be ful- 
filled. Then all the diſciples forſook 
him, and fled. 

57 And they that had laid hold on 
Jeſus, led him away to Caiaphas the high 
prieſt, where the ſcribes and the elders 
were aſſembled, | 

58 But Peter foll-wed himafar of, unto 
the high prieſts palace, ant went in, and 
ſat with the ſervants to ſee the end. 

59 Now the chief prieſts and elders, 
and all the council, ſought falſe witneſs 
azainſt Jeſus to pu! him to death, 

6o But ſound none: yea, though many 
falſe witneſſes came, yet found they none. 
At the laſt came two falſe witneſſes, 

61 And faid, This fe{/zwv ſaid, I am 
able to deſtroy the temple of God, and to 
build it in three days. 

62 And the high prieſt aroſe, and ſaid 
unto him, Anſwereſt thou nothing? what 
13 it which theſe witneſs againſt thee ? 

63 But Jeſus held h's peace. And the 
high prieſt anfwered and ſail unto him, 
I adjure thee by the living God, that 
thou tell us whether thou be the Chriſt, 
the Son ot God. 

64 Jeſus ſaith unto him, Thou haſt 
ſaid : nevertheleſs I ſay unto you, Here- 
after ſhall ye ſee the Son of man ſitting 
on the right hand of power, and com- 
ing in the clouds of heaven. 

65 Then the high prieſt rent his 
cloaths, ſaying, He hath ſpoken blaſ- 
phemy ; what further need have we of 
witneſſes ? behold, now ye have heard 
his blaſphemy. 

66 What think ye ? They anſwered 
and ſaid, He is guilty of death. 

67 Then did they ſpit in his face, and 
butteted him, and others ſmote bm with 
the palms of their hands, 

68 Saying, Propheſy unto us, thou 
Chriſt, who is he that ſmote thee ? 

69 ¶ Now Peter fat without in the pa- 
lace: and a damſel came unto him,ſaying, 
Thou alſo waſt with Jeſus of Galilee, 

70 Rut he denied h ſore them all, ſay- 
ing, I know not what thou ſayeſt. 

71: And when he was gone out into 
the porch, another mard ſaw him, and

fellzw was alſo with Jeſus of Nazareth. 


72 Andagain he denied with an oath, 
I do not know the man. 

73 And after a while came unto him 
they that ſtood by, and ſaid to Peter, 
Surely thou alſo art on: of them, for thy 
ſpeech bewrayeth thee.

ſaying, I know not the man. And im-

11 And Jeſus ſtood before the gaver- 
nor ; and the governor asked him, fay- 
ing, Art thou the king of the Jews ? Am 
Jetus ſaid unto him, laveſt. 

12 And when he was accuſed of the 
chief prieſts and elders, he anſwered no- 
thing.

14 And he ordained twelve, that they 
ſhould be with him, and that he might 
ſend them forth to preach : 

15 And to have power to heal ſick- 
neſſes, and to caft out devils. 

16 And Simon he ſurnamed Peter, 

17 And James the ſon of Zebedee, and 
John the brother of lames (and he ſur- 
named them Boanerges, which is, The 
ſons of thunder) 

18 And Andrew, and Philip, and Bar- 
tholomew, and Matthew, and Thomas, 
and James the fon of Alpheus, and Thad- 
deus, and Simon the Canaanite, 

19 And Judas Iſcariot, which alſo be- 
trayed him: and they went into an houſe, 

20 And the multitude cometh together 
again, ſo that they could not ſo much as 
eat bread. Et S 

21 And when his friends heard F , 
they went out to lay hold on him : for 
they ſaid, He is beſide himſelf. 

22 { And the ſcribes whichcame down 


from Jeruſalem, ſaid, He hath Beelzebub, | 


and by the prince ot the devils caſteth he 
out devils. | 

23 And he called them unto him, and 
ſaid unto them in parables, How can $a- 
tan caſt out Satan ? 

24 And if a kingdom be divided againſt 
itſelf, that kingdom cannot ſtand. 

25 And if a houſe be divided againſt 
itſelf, that houſe cannot ſtand. 

26 And if Satan riſe up againſt him- 
ſelf, and be divid 
but hath an end. 


27 No man can enter into a ſtrong | 


mans houſe, and ſpoil his goods, except 


he will firſt bind the ſtrong man, and 


then he will ſpoil his houſe. 

28 Verily I fay unto you, All fins ſhall 
be forgiven unto the ſons of men, and 
blaſphemies wherewith ſoever they ſhall 
blaſpheme : : 

29 But he that ſhall blaſpheme againſt 
the holy Ghoſt, hath never forgivene!s, 
but is in danger of eternal damnation :

creaſed, and brought ſorth, ſome thirty, 


and ſome ſixty, and ſome an hundred. 

9 And he ſaid unto them, He that 
hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

10 And when he was alone, they that 
were about him, with the twelve, asked 
of him the 2 

11 And he ſaid unto them, Unto you 
it is given to know the myſtery of the 
kingdom of God : but unto them that 
are without, all ebeſe things are done in 
parables : 

12 That ſeeing they may ſee, and not 
perceive, and hearing they may hear, 
and not underſtand ; leſt at any time 
they ſhall be converted, and therr fins 
ſhould be forgiven them. 

13 And he ſaid unto them, Know ye 
not this parable ? and how then will 
you know all parables ? 

14 The ſower ſoweth the word. 

15 And theſe are they by the way 
fide, where the word is ſown, but when 


they have heard, Satan cometh jnyne-

diately, and taketh away the word that 
was ſown in their hearts. 

16 And theſe are they likewiſe which 
are ſown on ſtony ground, who when 
they have heard the word, immediately 
receive it with gladneſs : 

17 And have no root in themſelves, 
and ſo endure but for a time: afterward, 
when affliction or perſecution ariſeth 
for the words ſake, immediately they 
are oftended, 

18 And theſe are they which are ſown 
among thorns : ſuch as hear the word, 

19 And the cares of this world, and 
the deceitfulneſs of riches, and the luſts 
of other things entering in, choak the 
word, and it becometh unfruittul, 

20 And theſe are they which are ſown 
on good ground, ſuch as hear the word, 
and receive it, and bring forth fruit, 
ſome thirty fold, ſome fixty, and ſome 
an hundred. 

21 QF And he ſaid unto them, Is a 
candle brought to be put under a buſhel, 
or unde! a bed ? and not to be ſet on a 
candleftick ? 

22 For there is nothing hid which 
ſhall not be manifeſted : neither was 
any thing kept ſecret, but that it ſhould 
come abroad. 

23 If any man have ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

24 And he ſaid unto them, Take heed 
what you hear: with what meaſure ye 
mote, it ſhall be meaſured to you: and 
unto you that hear, ſhall more be given. 

25 For he that hath, to him ſhall be 

iven : and he that hath not, from him 
be taken even that which he hath. 

26 Q And he ſaid, So is the kingdom 
of God, as if a man ſhould caſt ſeed into 
the ground, 

27 And ſhould ſleep, and riſe night 
and day, and the ſeed ſhould ſpring and 
grow up, he knoweth not how. 

28 For the earth bringeth forth fruit 
of herſelf, firſt the blade, then the ear, 
after that the full corn in the ear, 

29 But when the fruit is brought forth, 
immediately he putteth in the fickle, 
becauſe the harveſt is come. 

30 | And he ſaid, Whereunto ſhall 
we liken the kingdom of God ? or with 
what compariſoa ſhall we compare it? 

31 I rs like a grain of muſtard- ſeed, 
which when it is ſown in the earth, is 
leſs than all the ſeeds that be in the 
3 But when it is ſown it groweth up, 
and becometh greater than all herbs, 
and ſhooteth out great branches, ſo that 
the fowls of the air may lodge under the 
ſhadow of it.

20 And he departed, and n to pub- 
liſh in Decapolis, how great things Jeſus 
had done for him: and all men did marvel. 

21 And when Jeſus was paſſed over 
again by ſhip unto the other ſide, much 
people gathered unto him, and he was 
nigh unto the ſea. 

22 And behold, there cometh one of the 
rulers of the . Nagogue, Jairus by name, 
and when he law im, be fell at his feet, 

23 And beſought him greatly, ſaying, 
My little daughter lieth at the point of 
death, I pray thee come and lay thy hands

24 And Jeſus went with him, and much 
people followed him, and thronged him.

36 As ſoon as Jeſus heard the word that 
was ſpoken, he1aith unto the ruler of the 
ſynagogue, Be not afraid, only believe. 

37 And he ſuffered no man to follow 
him, ſave Peter, and James, and John 
the brother of James. 

38 And he cometh to the houſe of the 
ruler of the ſynagogue, and ſeeth the 
tumult, and them that wept and wailed 
greatly, 


39 And when he was come in, he 


ſaith unto them, Why make ye this ado, 
and weep ? the damſel is not dead, but 
ſleepeth. od 

40 And they laughed him to ſcorn : but 
when the had = them all out, he taketh 
the farher and the mother of the daraſel, 
and them that were with him, and en- 
tereth in where the damſel was lying. 

41 And he took the damſel by the 
hand, and ſaid unto her, Talitha cumi, 
which is, being interpreted, Damſel, (I 
ſay unto thee) ariſe.

6 And he marvelled becauſe of their 
unbelief. And he went round about the 
villages, teaching, ; 

7 4 And he calleth unto him the 
twelve, and began to ſend them forth 
by two and two, and gave them power 
over unclean ſpirits, 

8 And commanded them that they 
ſhould take nothing for rbeir journey, 
ſave a ſtaff only: no ſcrip, no bread, 
no money in their purſe : 

9 But be ſhod with ſandals : and not 
put on two coats. 

10 And he ſaid unto them, In what 
place ſoever ye enter into an houſe, 
— abide till ye depart from that 
place. ; 

11 And whoſoever ſhall not receive 
you, nor hear you, when ye depart 
thence, ſhake off the duſt under your 
feet, for a teſtimony againſt them. Ve- 
rily I fay unto you, It ſhall be moretole- 
rable for Sodom and Gomorrha in the 
day of judgement, than for that city. 

12 And they went out, and preached 
that men ſhould repent. ; 

13 And they caſt out many devils, 
and anointed with oil many that were 
ſick, and healed ttem. 

14 And king Herod heard F bim (for 


44 And ſtraightway the damſel aroſe, his name was {pread abroad) and he ſaid,

17 For Herod himſelf had ſent forth 
and laid hold upon John, and hound him 
in priſon for Herodias ſake, his brother 
Philips wife; for he had married her.

18 For John had ſaid unto Herod, It 
is not lawtul for thee to have thy bro- 
thers wife. 

19 Therefore Herodias had a quarrel 
againſt him, and would have killed him, 
but ſhe could not. 

20 For Herod feared John, knowin 
that he was a juſt man and an holy, an 
obſerved him, and when he heard him, he 
did many things, and heard him gladly. 

21 And when a convenient day was 
_ that . — his — _—_ 
a r to his lords, hi tains, an 
r 

22 Ard when the daughter of the ſaid 
Herodias came in, and danced, and 

leaſed Herod, and them that ſat with 

im, the king ſaid unto the damſel, Ask 
of me whatſoever thou wilt, and 1 will 
give it thee. 

23 And he ſware unto her, Whatſo- 
ever thou ſhalt ask of me, I will give : 
thee, unto the halt of my kingdom. 

24 And ſhe went forth, and faid unto 
her mother, What ſhall I ask ? And ſhe 
ſaid, The head of John the Baptiſt. 

25 And ſhe came in ftraightway with 
haſte unto the king, and asked, ſaying, 
Iwill that you give me by and by in a 
charger, the head of John the Baptiſt. 

26 And the king was exceeding ſorry, 


yet for his oaths fake, and for their ſakes 


1 ſat with him, he would not reject 
r. 

27 And immediately ths king ſent an 
executioner, and commanded his head to 
be brought : and he went and beheaded 
Him in the priſon, 

28 And brought his head in a charger, 
and gave it to the damſel: and the dam- 
ſel gave it to her mother. 


29 And when his diſciples heard of it, 
they came and took up his corpſe, and

41 And when he had taken the five 
loaves, and the two fiſhes, he looked 
up to heaven, and blefled, and brake 
the loaves, and gave bem to his diſciples 
to ſet before them; and the two fiſhes 
divided he among them all. 

42 And they did all eat, and were filled. 

43 And they took up twelve baskets 
full of the fragments, and of the fiſhes. 

44 And they that did eat of the loaves, 
were about five thouſand men. 

45 And ſtraightway he conſtrained his 
diſciples to get into the ſhip, and to go to 
the other tide before unto Bethſaida, 
while he ſent away the people. 

46 And when he had ſent them away, 
he departed into a mountain to pray. 

47 And when even was come, the ſhip 
was in the midſt of the ſea, and he alone 
on the land. . 

48 And he ſaw them toiling in rowing: 
(for the wind was contrary unto them) 
and about the fourth watch of the night, 
he cometh unto them walking upon the 
ſea, and would have paſſed by them. 

49 But when they ſaw him walking 
upon the ſea, they ſuppoſed it had been 
a ſpirit, and cried out. 

50 (For they all ſaw him, and were 
troubled) And immediately he talked 
with them, and faith unto them, Be of 

cheer, it is I, be not afraid. 

51 And he went up unto them into the 
ſhip, and the wind ceaſed : and they were 
ſore amazed in themſelves beyond raca- 
ſure, and wondered. 

52 For they conſidered not the'miracle of 
the loaves, for their heart was hardened. 

s3 And when they had vaſſed over, 
they came into the land of Genneſaret, 
and drew to the ſhore, 

54 And when they were come out of 


as ſheep not having a ſhepherd: and he the ſhip, ſtraightway they knew him, 
began to teach them many things, 55 And 
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Mens traditions, 


' 55 And ran through that whole region 
round about; and began to carry about 
in beds thoſe that were fick, where they 
heard he was. : 

56 And whitherſoever he entered in- 
to villages,or Cities, or country, they laid 
the ſick in the ſtreets, and beſought him 
that they might touch, if it were but the 
border of his garment : and as many as 
touched him, were made whole. 

CHAP. VIL 


. 1 The Phariſees find fault at the diſciples 


for eating wwith umwaſhen bands. 14 Meat 
defileth not the man. 31 The deaf man. 
HEN came together unto him the 
| Phariſees,and certain of the ſcribes, 
which came from Jeruſalem. 

2 And when they ſawſome of his diſci- 
plcs eat bread with defiled (that is to ſay 
with unwaſhen) hands, they tound fault. 

3 For the Phariſees, and all the Jews, 
except they waſh their hands oft, eat not, 
holding the tradition of the elders. 

4 And when they come from the mar- 
ket, except they waſh, they eat not. And 
many other _— there be, which they 
have received to hold, as the waſhing of 
_ and pots, braſen veſſels, and of ta- 

es. | 

5 Then the Phariſees and ſcribes asked 
him, Why walk not thy diſciples accord- 
ing to the tradition of the elders, but cat 
bread with unwaſhen hands ? 

6 He anſwered and ſaid unto them, 
Well hath Eſaias propheſied of you hy- 
pocrites, as it is written, This people 
honoureth me with tbeir lips, but their 
he2rt is far from me. 

7 Howbeit, in vain do they worſhip 
me, teaching for doctr ines the command- 
ments of men. 

8 For laying aſide the commandment 
of God, ye hold the tradition of men, as 
the —_— of pots and cups: and many 
other ſuch like things ye do. 

9 And he ſaid unto them, Full well 
ye reject the commandment of God, that 
ye may keep your own tradition. 

10 For Moſes ſaid, Honour thy father 
and thy mother: and, Whoſo curſeth fa- 
ther or mother, let him die the death. 

11 But ye ſay, If a man ſhall ſay to his 
father or mother, 1: 7 Cotban, that is to 
ſay, a gift, by whatſoever thou mighteſt 
be profited by me: be foall be free. 

12 And ye ſuffer him no more to do 
ought for his father or his mother: 

13 Making the word of God of none 
effect through your tradition, which ye 
rave delivered: and many ſuch like 
things do ye. . 

14 And when he had called all the 
people unto him, he ſaid unto them,

Hearken unto me every one of you, and 
underſtand. , 

15 There is nothing from without a 
man, that entering into him can defile 
him : but the things which come out of 
him, thoſe are they that defile the man, 

16 If any man have ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

17 And when he was entered into the 
houſe from the people, his diſciples ask- 
ed him concerning the parable. | 

18 And he faith unto them, Are ye 
ſo without underſtanding alſo? Do ye 
not perceive, that whatſoever thing from 
without entereth into the man, it can- 
not defile him, 

19 Becauſe it entereth not into his 
heart, but into the belly, and goeth out 
into the draught, purging all meats ? 

20 And he ſaid, That which cometh 
out of the man, that defileth the man. 

21 For from within, out of the heart 
of men, proceed evil thoughts, adulte- 
ries, fornications, murders, 

22 Thefts, covetouſneſs, wickedneſs, 
deceit, laſciviouſneſs, an evil eye, blaſ- 
phemy, pride, fooliſhneſs : 

23 All theſe evil things come from 
within, and defile the man. ; 
24 q And from thence he aroſe and 
weat into the borders of Tyre and Sidon, 
and entered into an houſe, and would 
have no man know it; but he could not 

be hid. 

25 For a.certain woman, whoſe 
daughter had an unclean ſpirit, heard 
him, and came and fell at his feet : 

26 (The woman was a Greek, a Syro- 
* cre by nation) and ſhe beſought 

im that he would caſt forth the devil 
out of her daughter. 

27 But Jeſus ſaid unto her, Let the 
children firſt be filled: for it is not meet 
to take the childrens bread, and to cath 
it unto the dogs. 

28 And ſhe anſwered and ſaid unta 
him, Yes, Lord: yet the dogs under the 
t2ble eat of the childrens crumbs, 

29 And he ſaid unto her, For thig 
ſaying, go thy way, the devil is gone 
out ot thy daughter, . 

30 And when ſhe was come to her 
houſe, ſhe found the devil gone out, and 
her daughter laid upon the bed. 

31 And again departing from the 
coaſts of Tyre and Sidon, he came unto 
the ſea of Galilee, through the midſt of 
the coaſts of —— rug. 

32 And they bring unto him one that 
was deaf, and had an impediment in his 
ſpeech : ard they beſeech him to put his 
hand upon him. 


33 And he took him aſide from the 
multi-

multitude, and put his fingers into his 
ears,and he ſpit, and touched his tongue. 

34 And looking up to heaven, he 
fighed, and ſaith unto him, Ephphatha, 
that is, Be opened. 

35 And ſtraightway his ears were 
opened, and the ftring of his tongue was 
Jlooſed, and he ſpake plain. 

36 And he charged them that they 
ſhould rell no man: but the more he 
charged them, fo much the more a great 
deal they publiſhed it, 

37 And were beyond meaſure aſto- 
aiſhed, ſaying, He hath done all things 
well: he maketh both the deaf to hear, 
and the dumb to ſpeak.

21 And he ſaid unto them, How is it 
that ye co not underſtand? 

22 And he cometh to Bethfaida, and 
they bring a blind man unto him, and 
beſought him to touch him. 

23 And he took the blind man by the 
hand, and led him out of the town ; 
and when he had ſpit on his eyes, and 

t his hands upon him, he asked him 
if he ſaw ought. 

24 And he looked up, and ſaid, I ſee 
men as trees, walking. 

25 After that, he put bi hands again 
upon his eyes, and made him look up :

30 And they departed thence, and 
paſſed through Galilee ; and he would 
not that any man ſhould know it.

41 For whoſoever ſhall give you a cup 
of water to drink, in my name, becauſe 
ye telong to Chrift, verily I ſay unto 
you, he thall not loſe his reward. 

42 And whoſoever ſhall offend one of 
theſe little ones that believe in me, it is 
better for him that a milſtone were hang- 
ITE and he were caſt into 

43 And if thy hand offend thee, cut 
it off: it is better for thee to enter into 
life maimed, than having two hands, to 
£0 into hell, into the fire that never 
ſhal; be quenched : 

44 Where their worm dieth not, and 
the fire is not quenched, - 
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Of divorcementis. 


45 And if thy foot oftend thee, cut it 
oft : it is better for thee to enter halt 
into lite, than having two feet, to be 
caſt into hell, into the fire that never 
ſkall be quenched : 

46 Where their worm dicth not, and 
the fire is not quenched. 

47 And if thine eye offend thee, pluck 
it out: it is better for thee to enter into 
the kingdom of God with one eye, than 
having two eyes to be caſt into hell fire: 

48 Where their worm dieth not, and 
the fire is not quenched. 

49 For every one ſhall be ſalted with fire, 
and every ſacrifice ſhall be ſalted with ſalt. 

50 Salt Is good: but if the ſalt have 
loſt his ſaltneſs, wherewith will you ſea- 
ſon it? Have ſalt in yourſelves, and 
have one with another.

9 What therefore God hath "m_ to- 
gether, let not man put aſunder. 

10 And in the houſe his diſciples asked 
him again of the ſame matter. 

11 And he faith unto them, Whoſo- 
ever ſhall put away his wife, and marry 
another,committeth adultery againſt her. 

12 And if a woman ſhall put away her 
husband, and be married to another, ſhe 
committeth adultery, 

13 ¶ And they brought young children 
to him, that he ſhould touch them ; and 
2 rebuked thoſe that brought 
them. 

14 But when Jeſus ſaw it, he was 
much diſpleaſed, and ſaid unto them, Sut- 
fer the little children to come untd me, 
and forbid them not; for of ſuch is the 
kingdom of God, ; 

| 15 Verily 


The danger of rich-t, 
15 Verily I ſay unto you, Whoſoever 
ſhall not receive the kingdom of God as 
a little child, he ſhall not enter therein. 
16 And he took them up in his arms, put 
his hands upon them, and bleſſed them. 

17 And when he was gone forth 
into the way, there came one running, 
and kneeled to him, and asked him, 
Good Maſter, what ſhall 1 do that I may 
inherit eternal life ? 

18 And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Why 
calleſt thou me good? tere is none good, 
but one, that is God. 

19 Thou knoweſt the commandments, 
Do not commit adultery, Do not kill, Do 
not ſteal, Do not bear falſe witneſs, De- 
fraud not, Honour thy father and mother.

23 And Jeſus looked round about, 
and faith unto his diſciples, How hardly 
ſhall they that have riches enter into the 
kingdom of God ! 

24 And the diſciples were aſtoniſhed 
at his words. But Jeſus anſwereth again 
and faith unto them, Children, how 
hard is it for them that truſt in riches to 
enter into the kingdom ot God 

25 It is eaſfier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, than for a 
— man to enter into the kingdom of 

26 And they were aſtoniſhed out of 
mcaſure, ſaying among themſelves, Who 
then can be ſaved ? 

27 And Jeſus looking wpon them, ſaith, 
With men it it impoſhble, but not with 
God: for with God all things are poſſible. 
' 28 Then Peter n to ſay unto 
him, Lo, we have left all, and have fol- 
lowed thee. | 

29 And Jeſusanſwered and ſaid, Verily 
I fay unto you, There is no man that 
hath left houſe, or brethren, or ſiſters, or 
father, or mother, or wife, or children, 
or lands for my ſake and the goſpels, 

30 But he ſhall receive aa hundred 
fold now in this time, houſes, and bre- 
thren, and ſiſters, and mothers, and chil- 
dren, ard lands, with perſecutions ; and 
in the World to come eternal life. 

31 But many tber are firſt, ſhall be 
laſt ; and the laſt, firſt, 35

39 And they ſaid unto him, We can, 
And Jeſus ſaid unto them, Ye ſhall in- 
deed drink of the cup that I drink of; 
and with the baptiſm that I am baptized 
withal, ſhall ye be baptized: 

40 But to fit on my right hand and on 
my left hand, is not mine to give, but 
it ſhall be given to them for whom it is 
prepared. | 

41 And when the ten heard it, they 
— 1 to be much diſpleaſed with ſames 
and ſohn. 

41 But ſeſus called them to him, and 
ſaith unto them, Ye know that they which 
are accounted to rule over the Gentiles, 
exerciſe lordſhip over them ; and their 
great ones exerciſe authority upon them. 

43 But fo ſhall it not be among you:

40 Which devour widows houſes, and 
for a pretence make Jong prayers: theſe 
ſhall receive greater damnation. 

41 And [Jeſus fat over againſt the 
treaſury, and beheld how the people caſt 
money into the treaſury : and many that 
were rich caſt in much. 

42 And there came a certain poor 
widow, and ſhe threw in two mites, 
which make a farthing.

7 the baptiſm of 
repentance, for the remiſſion of fins ; 

4 As it is written in the book of the 
words of Eſaias the prophet, ſaying, The 
voice of one crying in the wilderneſs, 
Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make 
his paths ſtraight. 

Every valley ſhall be filled, and every 
mountain and hill ſhall be brought low ; 
and the crooked ſhall be made ftraight, 
and the rough ways ſhall be made 
{mooth ; 5 

6 And all fleſh ſhall ſee the ſalvation 
of God. 

7 Then ſaid he to the multitude that 
came forth to be baptized of him, O ge- 
neration of vipers, who hath warned you 
to flee from the wrath to come ? 

8 Bring forth therefore truits worthy 
of repentance, and begin not to ſay with- 
in yourſelves, We have Abraham to cur 
father : for 1 ſay unto you, that God is 
able of theſe ſtones to raiſe up children 
unto Abraham. 

9 And now alſo the ax is laid unto the 
root of the trees: every tree thereſore 
which bringeth not forth gocd fruit, is 
hewen down, and caſt into the fire. 

10 And the people asked him, ſaying, 
What ſhall we do then ? 

11 Heanſwereth and faith unto them, 
He that hath two coats, let him impart to 
him that hath none ; and he that hath 
meat, let him do likewiſe. 

12 Then came alſo publicans to be bap- 
tized, and ſaid unto him, Maſter, what 
ſhall we do ? 

13 And he ſaid unto them, Exact no 
more than that which is appointed you. 

14 And the ſoldiers likewiſe demand- 
ed of him, ſaying, And what ſhall we do? 
And he ſaid unto them, Do violence to 
no man, neither accuſe any falſly, and 
be content with your wages. 

15 And as the people were in expecta- 
tion, and all men muſed in their hearts 
of John, whether he were the Chriſt, or 
not; 

16 John anſwered, ſaying unto them 
all, 1 indeed baptize you with water; 
but one mightier than I cometh, the 
latchet of whoſe ſhoes I am not worthy 
to unlooſe: he ſhall baptize you with the 
holy Ghoſt, and with tire. 

17 Whoſe fan is in his hand, and he will 
throuzhly purge his floor, and will gather 
the wheat into his garner ; but the chaff 
he will burn with fire unquenchable. 

18 And many other things in hrs exhor- 
tation preached he unto the people. 

19 But Herod the tetrarch, being re- 
prom by him for Herodias his brother 
*hilips wife, and for all the evils which 
Herod had done,

20 Added yet this above all, that he 
ſhut up John in priſon. 

21 Now When all the people were bap- 
tized, it came to paſs that Jeſus alſo be- 
ing baptized, and praying, the heaven 
was opened : 

22 And the holy Ghoſt deſcended in a 
bodily ſhape like a dove upon him, and a 
voice came from heaven, which faid, 
Thou art my beloved Son, in thee I am 
well pleaſed.

5 And the devil taking him vp into 
on high mcuntzin, ſhewed unto him all

6 And the devil faid unto him, All this 
power will I give thee, and the glory ot 
them ; for that is delivered unto me, and 
to whomſocver I will, I give it. 

7 If thou therefore wilt worſhip me, 
all ſhall be thine. 

s And Jeſus anſwered and ſail unto 
him, Get thee be ind me, Satan: tor it is 
written, Thou ſ:1t worſhip the Lord thy 
God, and him only ſhalt thou {(erve.

17 And there was delivered unto him 
the book of the prophet Elai s; and when 
he had opened the book, he tound the 
place where it was written, 

18 The 'pirit of the Lord is upon me, 
becauſe he hath anointed me to preach 
the goipel to the poor, he hath ſent me 
to heal the broken-hearted, to preach 
de'iverance to the captives, and reco- 
vering of tight to the blind, to ſet at li- 
berty them that are bruiſed, 

19 To pieach the acceptable year of 
the Lord.

and the eyes of all them that were in 
the ſynagogue were faſtened on him. 

21 And he began to ſay unto them, 
This day is this ſcripture fulfilled in your 
Ears, 

22 Andall bare him witneſs, and won- 
dered at the gracious words which pro- 
ceeded out of his mouth. And they laid, 
Is not this Joſephs ſon ? 

23 And he ſaid unto them, Ye will 
ſurely ſay unto me this proverb, Phyſi- 
Can, heal thyſelf: whatioever we have 
heard done in Capernaum, do alſo here 
in thy country. 

24 And he iaid, Verily I ſay unto you, 
No prophet is accepted in his own coun- 
try.

28 And all they in the ſynagogue, when

29 And roſe up, and thruſt him out 
of the city, and led him unto the trow 
of the hill (wherecn their city was built) 
that they mizht caſt him down head- 
long.

36 And they were all amazed, and 
ſ-ake among themſelves, ſaying, What 
a word ris this? for with authority and 
power he commandeth the unclean ſpi- 
rits, and they come out. 

37 And the fame of him went out into 
every place of the country round about. 

38 And he aroſe out of the ſyna- 
gogue, and entered into Simons houſe :

< gieat fever; and they beſought him for

39 And he ſtood over her, and rebuk- 
ed the fever, and it left her. And im- 
— ſhe aroſe, and miniſtered unto 

em. 

40 Now when the ſun was ſetting, 
all they that had any ſick with divers 
diſeaſes, brought them unto him: and he 
laid his hands on every one of them, and 
healed them. 

41 Anddevils alſo came out of many, 
crying out, and ſaying, Thou art Chriſt 
the Son of God. And he rebuking them, 
ſuffered them not to ſpeak : tor they 
knew that he was Chriſt. 

42 And when it was day, he departed 
and went into a deſart place: and the 
people ſought hum, and came unto him, 
and ſtayed him, that he ſhould not de- 
part from them. 

43 And he ſaid unto them, I. muſt 
preach the kingdom of God to other ci- 
ties alſo : for therefore am I ſent. 

44 And he preached in the [ynagogues 
of Galilee.

22 Bleſſed are ye, when men ſhall hate 
you, and when they ſhall ſeparate you 
from their company, and ſhall reproach 
you, and caſt out your name as evil, for 
the Son of mans fake. 

23 Rejoice ye in that day, and leap for 
joy: for behold, your reward :s great in 
heaven : for in the like manner did 
their fathers unto the prophets. 

24 But wo unto you that are rich : for 
ye have received your conſolation. 

25 Wo unto you that are full : for ye 
ſhall hunger. Wo unto you that laugh 
now : for ye ſhall mourn and weep. 

26 Wo unto you, when all men ſhall 
ſpeak well of you: for ſo did their fa- 
thers to the falſe prophets. 

27 But I fay unto you which hear, 
Love your enemies, do good to them 
Which hate you: 

28 Bleſs them thatcurſe you, and pray 
for them which deſpitefully uſe you.

39 And he ſpake a parable unto them, 
Can the blind lead the blind ? ſhall they 
not both fall into the ditch ? 

40 The diſciple is not above his maſters 
but every one that is perfect ſhall be as

41 And why beholdeſt thou the mote 
that is in thy brotherseye, but perceiveſt 
not the heam that is in thine own eye ? 

42 Either how canſt thou ſay to thy 
brother, Brother, letme pull out the mote 
that is in thine eye, waen thou thyſelf 
beholdeſt not the beam that is in thine 
own eye? Thou hypocrite, caſt out firſt 
the beam out of thine owa eye, and then 
ſhalt thou ſee clearly to pull out the 
mote that is in thy brothers eye. 

43 For a good tree bringeth not forth 
corrupt fruit : neither doth a corrupt 
tree bring forth good fruit. | 

44 For every tree is known by his own 
fruit: for of thorns men do not gather 
figs, nor of a bramble-buſh gather they 
grapes. 

45 A good man out of the good treaſure 
of his heart. bringeth forth that which 
is good: and an evil man out of the evil 
treaſure of his heart, bringeth forth that 
which is evil : for of the abuadance of 
the heart his mouth ſpeaketh. 

46 ¶ And why call ye me Lord, Lord, 
and do not the things which 1 fay ? 

47 Whoſoever cometh - to me, and 
heareth my ſayings, and doerh them, I

20 Likewiſe alſo the cup atter ſupper, 
ſaying, This cup is the new teſtament in 
my blcod, which is ſhed for you. 

21 Q But be hold, the hand of him that 
detraveth me, is with me on the table. 

22 And truly the Son of man goeth as 
it was Cetermined : but wo unto that 
man by whom he is betrayed. 

. 23 And they began to enquire among 
themſelves, which ot them it was that 
ſhould do this thing. 

24 And there was alſo a ſtrife among 
them, which cf them ſhould be accounted 
the greateſt, 

25 And he ſaid unto them, The kings 
of the Centiles exerci'e lordſhip over 
them; and they that exerciſe authority 
upon them, are called benefactors. 

26 But ye Sali not be io: but he that 
is greateſt among you, let him be as the 
yourger ; and he that is chiet, as he that 
doth ſerve. 

27 For whether i greater, he that fit- 
teth at meat, or he that ſerveth? 1 not 
he that Siteth at meat? but I am among 
you as he that ſerveth. 

28 Ye are they which have continued 
with me in my temptations.

46 And ſaid unto them, Why ſleep ye 
riſe and pray, left ye enter into tcmpta { 
tion. 

47 And while he yet ſpake, te- 
hold a multitude, and he that was ca- 
ed Judas, one of the twelve, went bee

48 But Jeſus ſaid unto him, Judas, be.

6 When Pilate heard of Galilee, he 
as ced whether the man were a Galilean. 

And as ſoon as he knew that he be- 
longed unto Herods juriſdiction, he ſent 
him to Herod, who himſelf was alſo at 
Jeruſalem at that time. | 

8 And when Herad ſaw Jeſus, he 
was exceeding glad: for he was defirous 
to ſee him of a long ſeaſon, becauſe he 
had heard many things of him ; and he 
hoped to have ſeen ſome miracle done 
by him. ; 

9 Then he queſtioned with him in many 
words; but he anſwered him nothing. 

10 And the chief prieſts and ſcribes 
ſtood and vehemently accuſed him. . 

1t And Herod with his men of war 
ſet him at nought, and mocked bin, and 
arayed him in a gorgeous robe, and ſent 
him again to Pilate. . | 

12 H And the ſame day Pilate ani 
Herod were made friends together ; for 
before they were at enmity between 
themſelves. | 

13 And pilate, when he had called 
together the chief priefts, and the rulers, 
and the people, 

14 Said unto them, Ye have brought 
this man unto me, as one that pervert- 
eth the people: and behold, I having 
examined bim beſore you, have found nd 
tault in this man touching thoſe things 
whereof ye accuſe him; 

15 No, nor yet He od: for I ſent you 
to him, and lo, nothing worthy of death 
is done vnto him. * 

16 I will therefore chaſtiſe him, and 
releaſe bim.

22 And he ſaid unto them the third 
time, Why, what evil hath he done? 
I have found no cauſe of death in him: 
] will therefore chaſtiſe him, and let 
b:im go. 

23 And they were inſtant with loud 
voices, requiring that he might be cru- 
Cified : and the voices of them, and of 
the chiet prieſts prevailed. 

24 And Pilate gave ſentence that it 
ſhould be as they required. 

25 And he releated unto them him, 
that for ſedition and murder was caſt 
into priſon, whom they had defired ; but 
he delivered Jeſus to their will. 

26 And as they led him away, they 
Jaid hold upon one Simon a Cyrenian, 
coming out of the country, and on him 
they laid the croſs, that he might bear 
ir after Jeſus. 

27 QF And there followed him a great 
company of le, and of women which 
alſo bewailed and lamented him. ; 

28 But Jeſus turning unto them, ſaid, 
Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep not for 
me, but weep for yourſelves, and for 
your children. 

29 For behold, the days are coming, in 
the which they ſhall ſay, Bleſſed are the 
barren, and the wombs that never bare, 
and the paps which never gave ſuck.

38 And a ſuperſcription alſo was 
written over him in letters of Greek, 
and Latin, and Hetrew, THIS IS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 

30 And one of the malefaQore, 
which were hanged, railed on him, ſay- 
Ing, I thoube Chrift, ſave thyſelf and us. 

40 But the other anſwering, rebuked

His death and burial, 


him, ſaying, Doſt not thou fear God, ſee. 

ing thou art in the ſame condemnation ? 

41 And we indeed juſtly ; for we re. 
ceive the due reward of our deeds : but 
this man hath done nothing amils. 

42 And he faid unto Jeſus, Lord, re. 
member me when thou comeſt into thy 
kingdom. | 

43 And Jeſus faid unto him, Verily! 
ſay unto thee, To day ſhalt thou be with 
me in di ſe. 

44 And it was about the fixth hour, 
and there was a darkneſs over all the 
earth, until the ninth hour. 

45 And the ſun was darkened, and the 
vail of the temple was rent in the mids. 

46 And when Jeſus had cried with 
a loud voice, he ſaid, Father, into thy 
hands I commend my ſpirit : and having 
ſaid thus, he gave up the ghoſt.

5s And as they were afraid, and bow- 


ed down their faces to the earth, they 


ſaid unto them, Why ſeek ye the living 
— the dead ? 

6 He is not here, but is riſen : re- 
member how he ſpake unto you when 
he was yet in Galllee, 

7 Saying, The Son of man muſt be deli- 


vered into the hands of ſinful men, and be 


crucitied, and the third day riſe again. 
$ And they remembered his words, 

9 And returned from the ſepulchre, 
and told all theſe things unto the eleyen, 
and to all the reſt. 

10 It was Mary Magdalene, and ſo- 
anna, and Mary the motber of James, and 
other 2vomen that vere with them, which 


told theſe things unto the apoſtles. 


11 And their words ſeemed to them as 


| idle tales, and they believed them not. 


12 Then aroſe Peter, and ran unto 
the ſepulchre, and ſtooping down, he 
beheld the linen cloaths laid by them- 
ſelves, and departed, wondering in him- 
ſelf at that which was come to paſs. 

13 And behold, two of them went 
that ſame day to a village called Em- 
maus, which was from Jeruſalem about 
threeſcore furlongs. 

14 And they talked together of all 
theſe things which had happened. 

15 And it came to paſs, that while they 
communed together, and reaſoned, — 
himſelf drew near, and went with them. 

16 But their eyes were holden, that 
they ſhould not know him. 

17 And he ſaid unto them, What man - 
ner of communications are theſe that ye 
have one to another, as ye walk, and 
are ſad ? 

18 And the one of them, whoſe name 
was Cleopas, anſwering, faid unto him, 
Art thou only a ftranger in Jeruſalem, 
and haſt not known the things which 
are come to paſs there in theſe days ? 

19 And he faid unto them, What 
things ? And they ſaid unto him, Con- 
cerning Jeſus of Nazareth, which was 
a prophet mighty in deed and word be- 
fore and all the people: 

20 And how the chief priefts and our 
rulers delivered him tobe condemned to 
death, and have crucified him. 

21 But we truſted that it had been he 
which ſhould have redeemed Iſrael : and 
beſide all this, to day is the third day 
ſince theſe things were done.

30 And it came to paſs, as he ſat at 
meat with them, he took bread, and 
dleiled it, and brake, and gave to them. 

31 And their eyes were opened, and 
they knew him; and he vaniſhed out of 
their ſight. 

32 And they ſaid one to another, Did 
not our heart burn within us, while he 
talked with us by the way, and while 
he opened to us the ſcriptures ? 

33 And they roſe up the ſame hour 
and returned to Jeruſalem, and foun 
the eleven gathered together, and them 
that were with them 

34 Saying, The Lord is riſen indeed, 
and hath appeared to Simon. 

35 And they told what things vere 
dane in the way, and how he was known 
ef them in breaking of bread,

ters of commendation from you

hearts, known and read of all men : 

3 F:raſmuch as ye are manifeſtly de. 
clared to be the epiſtle of Chriſt, mini- 
ſtered by us, written not with ink, but 
with the Spirit of the living God ; not 
in tables ot tone, but in fleitly tables of 
the heart.

Abaddon, but in the Greek tongue hath 
lis name Apollyon. 

12 One wo is paſt, ad behold there 
come two woes more hereafter. 

13 And the fixth angel ſounded, and 1 
heard a voice from the four horns of the 
golden altar, which is before God, 

14 Saying to the fixth angel which had 
the trumpet, Looſe the four angels which 
are in the great river Euphrates.
